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STANLEY MATTHEWS NARROWLY 
ESCAPES DEFEAT. 

A VOTE OF 24 TO 23 IN FAVOR OF PLACING 
HIM ON THE SUPREME BENCH—A VI6- 
OROUS OPPOSITION LED BY JUDGE DAVIS 
AND MESSRS. EDMUNDS AND BAYARD— 
A CHANCE FOR RECONSIDERATION. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The nomination 
¢f Stanley Matthews to be Associate Justice 
of the United States Supreme Court was con- 

firmed by the Senate this afternoon by 1 

majority, the vote standing 24 to 23. The 

contest is said to have been conducted with 
great earnestness on both sides, the entire time 
spent in secret session, from 1 to5 o'clock, 
being devoted to the discussion. Messrs. Ed- 
munds and Bayard, and Davis of Illinois, led 
the debate against, and Messrs. Hoar, Plumb, 

Lamar, and Jones of Nevada, for confirma- 

tion. While the Senators named were promi- 

nent in the discussion, other Senators took 
part it it, and gave the reasons that induced 
them to vote for or against the appointment. 

The arguments used against confirmation 
were mainly based on Mr. ‘Matthews’s well- 
known sentiments on questions at issue be- 
tween the Government and the Pacific Rail- 
Toads, some of which will be brought before 
the Supreme Court st an early day for deci- 
sion. In addition to this, confirmation was 
opposed because of Mr. Matthews’s opposition, 
while a member of the Senate, to the bill to 
prohibit Chinese immigration, his unfortunate 
relations with the notorious James E. Ander- 
son in 1876, in connection with the Louisiana 
slection of that year, and to certain utter- 
ances against the South in his oration at the 
unveiling of the statue of Gen. George H. 
Thomas in this city about three years ago. 

The opposition to Mr. Matthews was so able, 
vigorous, and determined that his friends for 
a time lost confidence in their ability to se- 
cure a majority, and were disposed to post- 

one a vote until to-morrow. Fortunately, 
owever, for Mr. Matthews, this desire to 

postpone was not carried out, and the roll-call 
resulted as above stated. There are said to 
have been some interesting features in the 
roll-call. Senator Anthony, who is reported 
to have been against confirmation, left the 
Senate Chamber a few minutes before the vote 
was taken, and did not return until the Senate 
had adjourned.. Had he voted in the nega- 
tive Mr. Matthews would have been de- 
feated by a tie vote. It is also 
reported that there was a misunderstanding 
regarding the terms of a pair between Sena- 
tors Teller, of Colorado, who was absent, and 
Sewell, of New-Jersey, who was present. Mr. 
Teller was believed to be in favor of confirma- 
tion, and Mr. Sewell announced that if Mr. 
Teller had been present he (Mr. Sewell) would 
have voted in the negative: In reply to Mr. 
Sewell’s announcement, Judge Davis, of Illi- 
nois, stated that Mr. Teller had informed him 
that he would, if present, vote against confir- 
mation, but this statement of Judge Davis was 
not considered sufticient by Mr. Sewell to war- 
rant him in recording his vote. 

The friends of Mr. Matthews are somewhat 
chagrined over his narrow escape from defeat. 
They expected to have at least five majority, 
and they allege that four of those who voted 
in the negative pledged themselves to vote in 
the affirmative. The rules of the Senate re- 
quire that notice of confirmation shall not be 
sent to the President until two executive 
sessions have intervened, and that it shall be 
in order for any Senator who voted 
with the majority to move a reconsidera- 
tion at either of the two executive 
sessions next following that at which the vote 
was had. The friends of Mr. Matthews, how- 
ever, do not apprehend that a motion to recon- 
sider in this case will be made, for the reason 
that they believe none of those voting with the 
majority can be prevailed upon to enter that 
motion. The majority of the affirmative vote 
was composed of Democrats. 

Mr. Matthews arrived in Washington this 
morning, and this evening a large number of 
his friends called to congratulate him on his 
narrow escape. Associate Justices Field and 
Harlan were among the callers.

THE ROBERTSON QUARREL. 
FAILURE OF EFFORTS TO SECURE A COMPRO- 
MISE—A CAUCUS CALLED FOR TO-DAY. 

Wasnrnctonr, May 12.—Several Republi- 
can Senators, representing both sides of the 
Robertson controversy, had interviews with 
the President to-day in reference to the New- 
York nominations. Nothing can be ascer- 
tained as to the result of these interviews, but 
it isunderstood that the President firmly re- 
sisted all overtures looking to a settlement of 
the difficulty by the withdrawal of Judge 
Robertson’s nomination. It is probable that 
the contest over this nomination will be resumed 
to-morrow at the Capitol. Notices were 
issued to-night to Republican Senators to 
assemble in caucus at 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning, and this fact has given rise to a 
report that an adjustment of the trouble has 
been arranged. A report was also circulated 


o-night to the effect that Secretary Blaine 
yas resigned his portfolio in consequence of 
illeged concessions made by the President in 
connection with the contested nominations. 
[t is hardly necessary to say that there is no 
foundation whatever for these rumors. 

A prominent Administration Senator said 
to-night to THE Trm=s’s correspondent that the 
nomination of Judge Robertson would cer- 
tainly be acted upon at the present session, 
and that the nomination would be confirmed. 
It is probable that those Senators who have 
conversed with the President since the last 
meeting of the caucus have become convinced 
that further efforts to reach an amicable set- 
tlement would be a waste of time and labor, 
and that the caucus will be urged to-morrow 
to settle the matter bya vote on the question 
to proceed at once to consider Robertson’s 


nomination.

CAMPAIGN STORIES DENIED. 
FRIENDS OF THE PRESIDENT DENOUNCE A 
RECENT NEWSPAPER LETTER AS FALSE. 

Wasnixcton, May 12.—Intimate friends 
of the President, who profess to be cog- 
nizant of the entire proceedings connectea 
with the Presidential campaign, deny in 
emphatic terms the correctness of the 
statement made in’a Washington letter, pub- 
lished in the New-York Herald of yesterday, 
in reference to the meetings of Sena- 
tor Conkling and Gen. Garfield at 
New-York and Mentor last Summer and Fall. 
These persons furnish the following for 
publication touching the visit of Gen. 
Garfield to New-York. The friends of 


the President say that the visit was 
made at the earnest solicitation of Mr. Conk- 
ling’s friends; that Mr. Conkling, in anticipa- 
tion of the visit, preceded Gen. Garfield to New- 
York for the purpose of meeting him there ; that 
Mr. Conkling, without notice to any one, left 
New-York a short time before Garfield 
arrived: that all efforts on their part to 
ascertain his whereabouts were unsuccessful 
and thatafter keeping Gen. Garfield in New- 
York for two days, in the hope that Mr. Conklin 

would return, his friends became disgusted wit 

his conduct and denounced aim for his strange 
action, and assured Gen. Garfield that 
the campaign would be vigorously con- 
ducted without regard to Conkling, and that, if 
that gentleman failed to take part in it, he 
would never again receive recognition from 
the Republicans of New-York. e statement 
that Mr. Morton was promised the head of 
the Treasury Department is also fiatly denied 
Mr. Morton was named for a place in the Cabi 
net, but no promise or intimation was given tha 
he would be made Secretary of the Treasury, 
and when Mr. Morton met Gen. Garfield in 
Washington in November last he was 
fully apprised that it was not intended to 
ender him the Treasury portfolio. The pub- 
lication in the Herald is said to con- 
tain other statements equally incorrect,

The 
privilege of extending registered 5 per cents at the 
reduced rate of interest being limited to $250,000,000, 
there will remain at least $75,000,000 which the 
Secretary of the Treasury intends to pay abso- 
lutely out of the surplus revenues. It is believed

BONANZA FIRM SUITS. 

San Francisco, May 12.—The Eaaminer 
this morning publishes an account of the compro- 
mise of the suits against the bonanza firms, agre- 
gating about $35,000,000. The register of the Su- 
perior Court shows that the suits, with the excep- 
tion of the one recently decided, had been dis- 
missed by consent of the parties thereto. These 
entries and signatures were made in the hand- 


writing of the attorneys for defendant and plain- 
tiffs, and appear on the register in an informal and 
illegal manner. as the clerk of the court should 
have made the entries, and no papers have been 
filed containing an account of the proceedings, 
as required by law. It is understood 
this has been done against the wish of 
the other stockholders. Peter Christian brought 
the matter to the attention of Judge Sullivan, who 
bas made an order that the parties to the suits 
shall show cayse why the dismissal shall not be an- 
nulled and Christian allowed to intervene. As soon 
as the attorneys heard of Christian’s action they 
esterday filed the dismissal in proper form. Mr. 
Halliday, one of Burke’s attorney’s, stated that 
Squire P. Dewey, who stood behind Burke, was 
discouraged because he found that whatever 
money was gained by the mining suit recently de- 
cided would have to pass through Flood’s hands, 
and had given the matter up. Dewey declined to 
be interviewed. The Examiner considers that the 
roceedings are conclusive proof that the bargain 
beterests the parties was raade without reference 
to the interests and rights-of the stockholders, and 
that doubtless Burke got handsomely paid for his 
compromise.

DANGERS SEEN AT CORNELL 


LOCAL MANAGEMENT AND NE@- 
LECL OF GROWTH INSIDE. 
NEW BUILDINGS AND HANDSOME LAWNS, 

BUT SERIOUS DECAY OF THE FACULTY 
—WEAK MEN WHERE STRONG ONES 
WERE—STUDENTS FALLING OFF NEARLY 
ONE-HALF. 

IrHaca, May 12.—No one acquainted 
with the inner spirit and aims of Cornell 
University, as they were five and ten years 
ago, can reflect long himself, or converse with 
students, out-of town Alumni, and members of 
the Faculty, without perceiving that grave 
anxiety exists for the future intellectual wel- 
fare of the institution. Mr. Cornel!’s death, 
the long absence of President White, and the 
new infiuences, largely local, narrow, moneyed, 
and personal, which have succeeded to the 
management, give rise to serious alarm 
and fears of impending danger. Evils 
which more discerning minds saw were 
growing up in many quarters fully 
two years ago have only enlarged 
themselves and taken on more tanzi- 
ble shapes since then, so as to become patent 
to all unbiased observers. Perhaps there is 
nothing which so well illustrates the situation 
as the recent action against Acting President 
Russel, of which much has already been 
printed. Friends of the university see in that 
to what large extent personal management and 
arbitrary power in inexperienced and illiberal 
hands have gained a foothold here. This local 
committee do not hesitate to avow their abso- 
lute authority to do what they wish, not only 
in business affairs, -but in the choice 
and retention of members of the Fac- 
ulty. For public opinion, although the 
university was founded in large. part by the 
State and endowed by it with nearly a million 
acres of land, they plainly avow an entire in- 
difference, and when asked for their reasons in 
making radical changes, decline to give any 
that are clear and specific. Said Mr. Sage, 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, a few 
days ago, tome: ‘ We made up our minds 
that Mr. Russel must go. We do not care 
what people think about us, and we have no 
defense to make of our acts, nor do we desire 
any one else to defend us.’’ Anologists for the 
Trustees, at a loss for other means of defense, 
affirm their right to exercise arbitrary power, 
and declare that they are not accountable 
to any one for what they do. Much of the 
safety of the Trustees heretofore has resided 
in the obscurity of the town, the comparative 
fewness of the Alumni, and the wide territory 
over which they are scattered. But since their 
extraordinary action against Mr. Russel, they 
should no longer hope for the security which 
their great local influence heretofore has given 
them. The public hasarightto know what 
the tendency of their government has got to 
be, and the feeling it has engendered in the 
minds of all who knew the university in its 
original spirit and have no private interests 
to warp their judgments respecting the very 
different spirit which governs it now. 

What most surprises graduates of ten years 
ago on returning to-day is the disproportion 
between outward improvements and inner 
ones.’ Few of the imposing and handsome 
structures now seen were here at all when they 
first came to the university grounds. They 
remember when two plain edifices of stone 
and one of wood were made to answer all the 
purposes of rooms for instruction. These build- 
ings had been erected on a piece of rolling 
ground that tops one of the hills that sur- 
rounds the village, and unsightly causeways, 
irregular paths, and rough boards to cover 
holes of mud were the conveniences for passing 
from one of them to another. Two were 
standing on ground several feet lower than 
the soil, so that rude sand embank- 
ments met the eye on three sides within a few 
paces of the doorways. No blades of green 

Tass were growing about them, and in the 
front of one the abrupt precipice of an em- 
bankment, formed of stone, ashes, and sand, 
obstructed the approach from the village be- 
low. Drinking water was taken froma natu- 
al spring in a hollow on the Campus, and for 
shade trees the student made use of an apple 
orchard within a stone’s throw of the rooms 
where he recited in Latin and higher mathe- 
matics, or walked a few hundred feet 
into a dense and _ primeval growth 
of forest trees. All is now changed. 
Four large buildings of granite and native 
stone are on the Campus, besides a beautiful 
chapel of brick and an ee ae ular 
building with lofty towers. ofessors have 
built more than a dozen houses on neighboring 
grounds; President White has put up a noble 
building of stone and brick for his own uses, 
and another residence, now building within a 
short distance of the university, is on high and 
commanding ground, and of shape, nlaterial, 
and splendor of construction that would call 
out words of admiration from the most jaded 
and blasé of Old World travelers. Handsome 
rows of flagging, young trees, winding roads, 
stone bridges, He datg owers, and extensive 
grading have everywhere supplanted the for- 
mer rough and unsigntly places. Outward 
and apparent growth has indeed been great 
everywhere. But what of intellectual prog- 
ress? Surely, with such fair adornments and 
outward semblances of prosperity there ought 
to be a compensating advance in the number 
of students and the strength of the Faculty. 
But there has not been. Progress here 
has been backward, not forward. Ten 
years ago the university catalogue called 
tor 609 students, and the second class 
that entered as Freshmen numbered 300 
men. To-day the total number of students 
is only 399, of whom 14 are resident graduates 
and 60 are ladies, while the Freshmen Class 
numbers only 124. There were no resident 
graduates 10 years ago, and no lady students, 
so that comparatively we have only 325 
students now, as against 609 in 1870-71, ora 
little more than one-half as many. It cannot 
be urged that this falling off has been due to 
any but legitimate and real causes. Statistics 
show that in this country thenumber of young 
men who go to college increases every 

ear. Parents who were never taught 
tivese studies than those pursued in the 
old village academies, many who never 
got beyond the common schools, are 
everywhere educating their children in col- 
leges and universities, and Cornell, which of 
all institutions offers the best facilities to this 
growing class of college-going young men, 
ought to show a large increase in students. 
Tuition here for a four years’ course in any 
department is only $300, or $25 per term, while 
from each Assembly district in this State one 
student each year has the right to attend free 
of all tuition. About 100 students of the 399 
are, I understand, of this latter class. How 
comparatively small g number of the possible 
number of State students these areis appar- 
ent ata glance. Of Assembly districts there 
are 128 in the State, and if they all sent one 
student each year there would be 512 State 
students at Cornell, instead of 100—more by 
113 than the total number of students here. 

But what of the Faculty? Ten years ago 
there were ou the list eight eminent men as non- 
resident members. Only one of the eight has 
his name in the —_—- now; only two were 
here three years ago. Several have never been 
at the university more then twice or three 
times. The following is the list of 1871: Louis 
Agassiz, George William Curtis, Theodore W. 
Dwight, John Stanton Gould, James Russell 
Lowell, Goldwin Smith, Bayard Taylor, and 
Greene Smith. Of these, only Goldwin Smith 
has been announced to lecture at the universi- 
ty during the present year. While several per- 
sons on the list have died since 1871, new men 
have not taken their places, and the 
list of non-resident Professors has alto- 
gether disappeared from the calalogue. In 
the resident Faculty there have been 


many changes. At the beginning the depart- 
poof of Latin was in charge of one of the 


ablest Latin scholars in this country, and 
when he left, in 1871, a Professor was obtained 
who built up and maintained the department 
in splendid order. His salary, absurdly low, 
he desired to have advanced, and rather than 
lose him the Trustees offered him a handsome 
increase, but this he declined to accept unless 
the salaries of other Professors were also 
raised. Full Professors were then getting only 
$2,200 per year—they get only that now—but 
the Trustees declined to accept the ultimatum. 
Accordingly this Professor of j.atin went to 
Yale. This is one instance of many that 
might be named. A graduate of Harvard, 
who had won the entire confidence of students 
in mathematics when they had repeatedly 
complained at the inefficiency of other teach- 
ers in their department, was allowed to 
take a situation at. Harvard at a higher 
salary when he would have remained at Cor- 
nell for a slightadvance. Competent Pro- 
fessors have been allowed to go, but repeated 
efforts to have otters, who were not compe- 
tent, removed have altogether failed. In one 
ot the two departments which the charter de- 
clares to be the leading object of the creation 
of the corporation, there is now a Professor of 
whose inefficiency surprising things have been 
told. Three years ago Senior Class men who 
had been through his course of study drew up 
an elaborate protest against his retention, on 
the ground that he was wanting in knowledge, 
was deficient in energy, and lacked interest in 
the welfare of matters committed to hischarge. 
Facts from their own observation were given, 
and the protest was sent to the Trustees. 
The Trustees, who have now assumed au- 
thority to remove the Acting President 
of the Faculty, against the protest of 
President White, as well as any other 
members of it they may see fit, declined in 
1878 to act on this protest, on the ground that 
they looked to President White to select the 
Faculty, and considered him responsible for its 
efliciency. Delay followed delay. None of 
the citations in the protest was denied, and it 
was admitted that the students had proved 
their case. Finally, it was given out that the 
Professor referred to was going to Europe for 
study, and the signers of the protest were so 
informed officially. He did go, and, having 
studied there a year, is now in full charge of 
his old department. Similar action was taken at 
an earlier time by another Senior Class against 
a Professor in the civil engineering class, with 
perhaps graver reason, but with similar re- 
sults. When Prof. Charles F. Hartt died of a 
fever in Brazil, a few years ago, where he had 
been allowed by the university to go and long 
remain, the university lost one of the brightest 
men whom Agassiz had taught and been proud 
to acknowledge for his high attainments. 
When the citizens of Ithaca composing the Ex- 
ecutive Committee chose his successor they 
selected a popular and estimable gentleman of 
the town who had been for some years the 
Principal of the academy, and, conscious as 
they were of his inability to fill aso much 
larger place, permitted him to go to Europe 
for a year of study. Accordingly, he went 
abroad, and now fills the chair so long hon- 
ored by Charles F', Hartt, apparently to the 
full satisfaction of the Trustees. 

It is not possible that losses of this kind 
should occur in the intellectual force of the 
university without grave injury being done. 
College men throughout the country, who 
in so large a way influence young men 
in the choice of the college they enter, inev- 
itably hear of these things and know what 
they mean. Students, whose protests have 
been unheeded, and who go away with a pain- 
ful sense of the weaknesses in their training, 
will not recommend young men to take a step 
in which they are sure to meet with like disap- 
pointments. To my own knowledge, there are 
Alumni of Cornell who will not recommend 
their own college, but speak a good word for 
Yale or Harvard instead. Impressions have 
unmistakably got abroad that the university 
is not what it once wasin Faculty strength; 
that its Professors, being paid low salaries year 
after year, must inevitably be on the alert for 
better places elsewhere, and wanting in the prop- 
er spirit for improvement and awakening the 
enthusiasm which should prevail. Professors 
in charge of departments are paid only $2,200, 
and the associate Professors only $1,500, while 
assistants receive for a year’s work the stipend 
of $1,000. Practically there has been no ad- 
vance in salaries since this era of external 
improvements began, and while several hun- 
dred thousand dollars have been expended in 
adding to the splendor of grounds, buildings, 
and collections, no Professorship has been 
founded. So far as money for the Faculty 
goes, that body stands where it did five or ten 
years ago, with several of the ablest Professors 

one for good, others in Europe, and President 
) oe now going. Buildings do not make a 
college, and Cornell is finding it out, as many 
another college had done. Gifts have been 
recently made—and made just previous to the 
action against President Russel, as if to com- 
pensate the university for the loss it would 
meet with in him—which aggregate over 
$100,000, but not a dollar of that sum will be 
used to increase the meagre salaries of the 
Faculty. Itis intended that $20,000 shall go 
to the library, to be expended outright for 
books. The sum of $50,000 will be devoted to 
the physical department, and $35,000 of the 
$50,000 to a building—none of it, if learn, to 
advance the salary of the very able Professor 
of Physics. For a drill hall, to be used by the 
military department, $10,000 is to be appro- 
priated, and for a building to accommodate 
the veterinary department a like sum, 
while another $10,000 will be expended on 
equipments for the engineering and other 
departments. Plans have already been made 
for an extensive greenhouse attached to the 
Sage College for Women, and the estimated 
cost is $16,000. Buildings do not make a col- 
lege. How often is Johns Hopkins University 
cited in proof of this, with its work done in 
buildings rented for temporary use? Univer- 
sities in Germany flourish or decay according 
as they keep eminent Professors at their head, 
and when these leave the students follow them. 
After the Franco-Prussian war the German 
Government, anxious to strengthen its hold on 
Strassburg and to make 1t thoroughly a Ger- 
man city, sent several famous teachers there, 
put up plain buildings, and in a few years had 
a university to which students flocked from 
foreign countries, many from our own land. 

It is not probable that any permanent 
change in these tendencies at Cornell can be 
effected at present. Power resides in the 
hands of a few rich and influential men at 
Ithaca, and will remain there. Practically, 
the Board of Trustees is a close corporation, 
self-elected and responsible only to itself for its 
acts. Three members go out each year and 
only one of them is chosen by the Alumni, 
who, as yet, are comparatively weak in num- 
bers and too widely scattered to possess an 
effective organization. The majority of those 
who attend the elections reside in and near 
Ithaca, and are in close ayepetiy with the 
local feeling. Nothing can be expected of 
them in opposition to the Executive Commit- 
tee. Of the Trustees whom the Alumni have 
chosen in the past, two were among the most 
pronounced advocates of President Russel’s 
removal, and all of them now defend it. Time 
will come, beyond doubt, when the Alumni 
will greatly enlarge and strengthen their in- 
fluence, for it must be so if the university is to 
see prosperous days. Toalienate the sympathy 
of its own graduates is a step no institution 
can afford to take; and Cornell, above many 
others, as a popular, liberal, and public insti- 
tution, owing its existence and chief endow- 
ment to the State, cannot afford to run against 
this danger.

FRENCH DESIGNS IN TUNIS 


——— 

SCHEMES OF CONQUEST AND AN- 

‘ NEXATION. 

A THREAT TO OCCUPY THE CAPITAL IF TURK- 
ISH VESSELS AKRIVE—THE PORTE EN- 
DEAVORIKG TO HIDE ITS WEAKNESS— 
FRANCE CHARGED WITH INSINCERITY. 

Tons, May 12.—M. Roustan, the French 
Consul, accompanied by the Chancelor of the 
Consulate and the chief engineer of tho rail- 
way, visited the French General Breard yester- 
day at Dejdeida, and returned to Tunis to- 
day. The General is said to be instructed to 
present himseif, with his staff, to-day at the 
Bardo Palace. 

The Spanish iron-clad Zaragoza has arrived 
at Goletta. 

The Bey will send by the Italian steamer 
leaving here to-night a dispatch to the powers, 
pointing to the increased dangers entailed by 
the unexpected advance of the French, and re- 
questing the powers to take measures to induce 
the French Government to define its intentions 
and state its complaints against him. 

M. Roustan, the French Consul, has informed 
the Bey that if Turkish ships-of-war arrive at 
Goletta French troops wil] immediately occupy 
Tunis. 

Lonpon, May 12.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says: ‘‘Thoe Sultan thinks his 
rights are being violated and his prestige low- 
ered before the Mohammedan world by the in- 
vasion of Tunis, and is very anxious to do 
something that will at least conceal his weak- 
ness. Hence the sending of Sheik Zaffer to 
Tunis as Imperial Commissioner.” 

Another Constantinople correspondent says: 
‘*A wooden frigate, which sailed hence on 
Monday, will embark a battalion of infantry 
at Smyrna, and then preceed to Crete, where 
the chief of the Admiralty staff, who is tem- 
porarily in command, will hoist his pennant 
on board the iron-clad Arsaria-Tewfik. Both 
vessels will then proceed to Tunis, calling at 
Tripoli to disembark the troops.’ These ar- 
rangements were probably made before the 
French ultimatum was submitted to Turkey.” 

A Paris correspondent says it is doubtful 
whether France will tolerate even the dispatch 
of a Turkish Commissioner to Tunis or the 
Tripoli frontier, as the sole object and result 
would be to create an agitation which would 
retard a settlement of the question. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘‘ The circular 
of M. Barthélemy St. Hilaire, French Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, relative to the Tunis expe- 
dition, confirms the worst suspicions which 
the enemies of France have entertained in re- 
gard to the insincerity of the diplomatic as- 
surances with which she began the Tunisian 
campaign. France entered upon the path of 
conquest and annexation. She used the pre- 
text of suppressing border raids to cover pre- 
meditated aggression upon the territory of her 
neighbor. he annexation of Tunis endangers 
no British interest. Our sole ground of con- 
cern is the effect it will have on the fortunes 
of the French republic and the peace of the 
Continent. From both points of view the pol- 
icy of France appears most unfortunate, and 
may easily lead to deplorable results.” 

Parts, May 12.—The Government state- 
ment presented in the Chambers to-day rela- 
tive to Tunis was to the effect that milita 
operations will follow their regular course, 
cordon has been drawn around the insurgent 
tribes, and the Government is permitted to hope 
that these operations will soon be concluded, the 
phase of negotiations having now begun. The 
statement recites that the sacrifices of France 
would not be suificiently repaid by a seeming 
and precarious submission or speedily forgot- 
ten promises, and that the Government will 
require durable pledges. The repudiation 
of designs of annexation and conquest 
is renewed, but the Bey is _ held 
bound to allow France to _ take 
in his territory measures of precaution for the 
protection of her ogg anys which he is mani- 
iestly unable to take by his own unassisted 
force. The formal convention must place 
the legitimate influence’ of France in 
Cunis beyond the reach of hostile designs of 
adventurers. Tha Government trusts that the 
Bey will recognize its necessity andadvantage, 
and that the difference which concerns France 
alone, and which she has a right to settle on 
her own account, in a spirit of justice, mod- 
eration, and scrupulous respect for European 
law will thus be terminated. The statement 
was well received. 

Lonpon, May 15.—A correspondent at Tunis 
reports that he has had an interview with the 
Tunisian Sheik-ul-Islam. The Sheik denied 
having incited a holy war, and affirmed that 
he would continue efforts to maintain tran- 
quillity. 

A dispatch dated Tunis, Thursday, 6 P. M., 
announces that Gen. Breard has presented an 
ultimatum to the Bey, and demanded an 
answer within five hours. 

A Paris dispatch says in the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday M. Ornano desired to raise 
an immediate discussion on the Tunisian ques- 
tion. M. Jules Ferry said the Government 
hoped to be able to reply in a week. The 
Chamber, in order to allow plenty of time for 
winding up the campaign, fixed the debate at 
a fortnight hence. 

A dispatch from Tunis, dated Thursday, 
says: ‘‘The French mail steamer landed at 
Biserta to-day 100 mountain guns.”’ 

Various telegrams indicate that the French 
fleet 1s already cruising to intercept any 
Turkish vessels bound for Tunis.

CHEMISTRY CONQUERING IRIDIUM. 
CINCINNATI, May 12.—Prof. W. L. Dudley de- 
livered a lecture here to-night before the scientific 
section of the Ohio Mechanics’ Institute, mn 
which he made known the important discovery 
of the process for fusing and molding 
iridium, a metal which has hitherto been 
considered as practically incapable of being 
formed into bars. John Holland, of this city, who 
has long used iridium for pointing gold pens, is 
the discoverer. The method consistsin applying 
phosphorus when the ore is brought to a white 
heat, and afterward eliminating the phosphorus by 
means of lime applied with great heat. The new 
metal has the appearance of steel, but is 
much harder, being next in hardness to 
the ruby. It does not rust, and cannot 
be injured by acids. Prof. Dudley stated 
that a bar of it had been used with gratifying suc- 
cess, in place of the negative carbon, in the electric 
light. It burned for 60 hours without any loss 
in weight or any perceptible change in form. 
Iridium cannot be fashioned by hammering while 
hot, nor can it be filed. It is molded into 
ecnvenient forms,and then sawed or ground by 
rapidly revolving copper disks, treated with emery 
and water... Great interest has been aroused by 
this highly practical discovery, and already 
many uses for the metal have been 
suggested. Besides its applicability to the 
electric lamp, it has been found to 
be superior to platinum in telegraph instruments. 
Prof. Dudley gave an interesting history of the ex- 
periments of chemists and others with this metal, 
and he said that it wasnow undergoing an elabo- 
rate examination at the Cincinnati University.

CHARLESTON, S. C., May 12.—A terrible 
murder was committed on Monday night in Spar- 
tanburg County.

He immediately 
made two attempts at suicide by cutting his own 
throat, inflicting dangerous wounds. The alleged 
motive for the murder was the infidelity of his 
wife.

THE IMPERIAL REVIEW AND TH 
JEWISH RIOTS. 

ALEXANDER III. RECEIVED WITH ENTHUSE 
ASM BY GREAT CROWDS—IMMENSE DE: 
STRUCTION OF PROPERTY IN THE JEW: 
ISH RIOTS—BLOOD AND PILLAGE. 

St. PETERSBURG, May 12.—The Czar, 
Czarina, and Czarewitch arrived here from 
Gatchina yesterday morning and drove to the 
Annitchkoff Palace. At noon the Czar, in an 
open carriage, with Prince Adlerberg, drove 
through Great Sadowa-street to the Champ de 
Mars, the Empress and the rest of the imperial 
household following in mourning carriages. 
The usual Cossack escort was dispensed with, 
but a brilliant cohort of mounted officers 
closely preceded and followed the carriages. 
Enormous crowds of people lined the Newski 
Prospect and other streets leading to the 
place where the review of the troops took 
place. The Czar took a horse near the place 
of review, and the Empress took an open carri- 
age. They passed along five lines of troops, 
followed by a large suite and tke usual foreign 
military representatives. The troops, who num- 
bered 50,000, received the Czar with enthusi- 
ism. The public were not admitted to the re- 
view grounds except by ticket,and to raised 
platforms erected forthe occasion. After the 
review their majesties lunched with Prince 
Oldenburg. They then visited the cathedral 
of the fortress and the Votive Chapel on the 
Catherine Canal. Crowds of people assembled 
along the route they traversed and welcomed 
them cordially. ; 

To-day’s pa are full of accounts of the 
anti-Jewish riots in the South and South-west.

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THE HUGHENDEN FUNERAL 


FAMOUS ENGLISHMEN AT THE 
BURIAL OF LORD BEACONSFIELD 
RAIN IN LONDON AND SUNSHINE IN BUCKS— 
A NOTABLE CONCOURSE OF STATESMEN— 
THE FUNERAL SERVICE—DEBATES IN 


PARLIAMENT—BRADLAUGH AND THE 
OATH. 

Lonpon, April 27.—There was storm of 
vain and hail in London yesterday, but down 
in Buckinghamshire the sun shone calmly on 
field and iawn, on budding trees and daffo- 
iils. The birds were singing, lark and thrush 
and linnet, their melodious notes floating into 
the open windows of Hughenden manor-house, 
where Spring breezes stirred the floral offer- 
ings that lay upon the coffin which inclosed 
the remains of the late Lord Beaconsfield. No 
wonder the owner of this fair domain loved its 
sweet seclusion of park and garden, of shrubby 
labyrinths, and rural tranquillity. It was 
quite in keeping with the Oriental character- 
istics of the Disraeli nature that some of the 
simple spots should be weighted with grand 
names. The late Earl loved the rhythm of 
sounding sentences, and big words tickled his 
ear. He called one of the entrances to his 
estate the ‘‘Golden Gates,’? and he was wont 
to speak of a certain local brook as ‘that an- 
cient River Kishon,” There were gorgeous 
peacocks on his green, velvety lawn ; and every 
nook and corner of the place was “‘ full of a rare 
yauty.” 

AT THE LONDON RAILWAY DEPOT. 

Yesterday, in spite of the crowd, there was 
an imovressive stillness in the house and 
grounds. Had it been a grand national cere- 
monial, with military bands, with muffied 
peals and gorgeous pageantry, completed with- 
in the historic walis of Westminster Abbey, 
the funerai could not have been more impres- 
sive; and, after all, there may be more per- 
manence in the shrine that is part of a rural 
church than in a monument that isin compe- 
tition with the ‘crowd of greatness” that 
sleeps in Westminster Abbey. Trains leaving 
the Great Western Railway station at Pad- 
dington for High W yours. en route for Hugh- 
enden, were crowded with passengers, and the 
extra special trains were all filled, the travel- 
ars wearing mourning bands round their hats 
or their arms. Attached to one of these special 
trains of cars was the Princess of Wales’s 
saloon. By the time His Royal Highness ar- 
rived every seat was occupied. The Prince 
was accompenied by the Duke of Connaught 
and Prince Leopold. They were received by 
the chief officials of the Great Western Road, 
and also in waiting for them were the Mar- 
quis of Hamilton, Lord Colville, the Duke 
of Richmond and Gordon, and Lord Colville 
of Culross, who was in charge of a magnificent 
floral tribute, with wreaths, from the Princess 
of Wales, the work of her own hands, Shortly 
before 1 o'clock the royal train left the Pad- 
dington Station amid a general silence, broken 
only by the business of the road and the station. 
Soon afterward another set of cars followed, 
carrying a hardly less illustrious freight, in 
members of the Houses of Lords and Com- 
mons, men of both sides of politics, willing 
and anxious to do honor to the memory of the 
dead statesman, irrespective of party. They 
included Lord Salisbury, Sir Stafford North- 
cote, Lord Cairns, the Speaker, (Mr. Bran‘, 
Mr. W. H. Smith, Lord Derby, Lord John 
Manners, the Marquis of Hartington, Sir Wil- 
ljam Harcourt, Sir R. A. Cross, Mr. Chaplin, 
the Duke of Beaufort, Lord H. Lennox, Min- 
ister Lowell and the Ambassadors of France, 
Germany, Austria, and Turkey. Her Majesiy 
the Queen was represented by Viscount Brid- 

ort, Col. Elliott, and en. Ponsonby. 

here were many other distinguished per- 
sons, including Dr. Quain, the late Earl’s 
physician; yet the train waited for 
an expected arrival. It was understood that 
Mr. Gladstone had wished to have a seat re- 
served for him. After waiting some little 
time the Marquis of Hartington informed the 
officials that Mr. Gladstone was not coming, 
and this morning a sort of semi-official an- 
nouncement is made that the Premier did not 
romise to attend the funeral, but merely ac- 
owledged receipt of the invitation, and ex- 
pressing a fear that he would be unable to at- 
tend owing to the pressure of public business. 
Some disappointment has been expressed at his 
absence, but it cannot fairly be held that Mr. 
Gladstone has not in every way shown the 
greatest respect for the occasion. He called 
aimself at the house of his rival during his 
sickness, and he offered to the dead Harl’s Ex- 
tcutors a public funeral. It may well be con- 
veded to him at the present serious crisis of 
politics, home and foreign, that he should be 
spared a journey down to Buckinghamshire to 
be particularly reminded that he himself is an 
old man, and that ‘‘ in the midst of life we are 
‘a death.”’ 


UNDER THE ELMS OF HUGHENDEN. 


From High Wycomb to Hughenden Manor 
is two miles. From morning until afternoon 
the highway was lined with people. During 
several hours there passed a continuous pro- 
cession of carriages. By and by this ceased, 
and the crowd closed in and followed, while a 
local bel! was tolling. Some of the lookers-on, 
however, remained to see the notabilities re- 
turn. Lord Rowton, the late Earl’s secretary, 
received the visitors at the manor house. He 
spoke in whispers. Indeed, every voice was 
hushed. There was no conversation. Great 
men nodded to each other or saluted with a 
quiet grip of the hand. Lord Dufferin and 
the Duke of Marlborough did not seem at all 
surprised at meeting there, though one had 
come straight from St. Petersburg and the 
other from Biarritz. Ina little while the vis- 
‘tors are desired to assemble on the lawn. The 
weird-like cries of peacocks are heard likea 
sroak among the joyous songs of small birds,and 
the sun shines gloriously upon tree and shrub 
and upon that strange, sombre-looking multi- 
bude of famous men. The path to the church- 
yard is lined with local volunteer soldiers and 
the fire brigade. Upin the elms and beeches 
that look like an added guard to the road, 
many men and boys have climbed. They sit 
on the branches, speechless, and present a 
ptrange, curious appearance among the bud- 
ding arms of the noble trees. It is a stately 
procession that moves in silence beneath them, 
numbering over 800 men of note and power. 
The clergyman, with his curate and sexton, 
meets the procession at the church-yard gates, 
reading the opening of the funeral service. 
They enter the picturesque old church. The 
coffin is laid on a bier in the chancel, 
covered with flowers, exotics, and spring 
blooms, wreaths, devices, daffodils, violets. 
The bearers of the coffin, servants of the late 
Earl, stand near, the Earl’s valet carrying his 
master’s coronet and the insignia of the Garter 
on a ruby velvet cushion. In the chancel are 
the Prince of Wales, his brothers, and the 
Duke of Cambridge. In the body of the 
church the other distinguished mourners, 
peers, Ambassadors, Ministers of State, com- 
moners. On the left side of the chancel, oppo- 
site the royal party, are Mr. Ralph Disraeli 
(the late Earl’s brother) and his son, the latter, 
the Earl’s heir, an interesting, dark-haired boy 
ef 14,and by them kneel rd Rowton and 
several of the Earl’s most intimate friends. 
It is reported that the Earl said of his 
nephew some time back, ‘‘That boy has the 
making of aman, and I mean to a hima 
thance.”? The lad was christened Coningsby, 
and his uncle has left him Hughenden Manor 
for his life, and at his decease to his sons in 
succession. The Earl’s will as a legal docu- 
ment on a first reading appears to be red 
£.s complicated as Mr. Gladstone’s Land bill. 
The young heir to Hughenden Manor was 
fleeply affected during the service, and 
wept popnoes tears. ln appearance he is 
bot unlike what his uncle might have been 
ht his age.

IN PARLIAMENT. 


It is a significant fact that on the opening of 
the debate on the Land bill the Government 
sustained a moral defeat, and that on the 
night following the Opposition beat the Gov- 
ernment in a division on the question of Mr. 
Bradlaugh taking the oath. These matters 
are not mentioned here as being in any 
way influenced by the prominence into 
which the death of Lord Beaconsfield 
has brought his political views, but rather 
as showing that the Premier has quite 
sufficient on his hands to justify him for urg- 
ing the pressure of public business as a reason 
for his not attending the funeral at Hughen- 
den; and also as illustrative of the possibility 
that Mr. Gladstone’s reign is not so secure and 
established as his friends could wish. Mr. E. 
Gibson, the Conservative member for Dublin 
University, on the order for reading the Land 
bill a second time, described the measure as 
the most difficult and complex that had been 
introduced into Parliament during his ex- 
perience, and he closed a series of ques- 
tions by declaring that the bill had neither 
the frankness of fearless justice nor 
the candor of open confiscation. No 
member of the Government rising to give any 
answer tohis various questions, the adjourn- 
ment of the debate was moved that the Gov- 
ernment might have time to explain the mean- 
ing of the bill. A tremendous wrangle en- 
sued, in which Mr. Gladstone, losing his tem- 
per, was hit very hard by the leader of the 
Opposition, and the House adjourned at mid- 
night. Should the present bill be Jost, I doubt, 
in spite of its absurdly complex character, if 
the Trish will ever again have the chance of so 
liberal a compromise. Last night Mr. Brad- 
laugh presented himself to take the neces- 
sary oath on his re-election to Parlia- 
ment. Sir Stafford Northcote, leader of the 
Opposition, thereupon gavea brief narrative of 
the Bradlaugh case, and moved that, having 
regard tothe resolution of this House of the 
23d of June, 1880, and to the reports and pro- 
ceedings of the two select committees therein 
referred to, Mr. Bradlaugh be not permitted 
to go through the form of repeating the words 
of the oath prescribed by the statutes. The 
point of this is that Mr. Bradlaugh has stated 
in Courts of Justice that the oath would not be 
binding on hisconscience and the legal inter- 
pretations of this is that he cannot there- 
fore, be permitted to take it, and 
bein thus disqualified cannot sit in 
Parliament. The Government ranged itself 
on the side of Bradlaugh, who was permiited 
to defend himself at the Bar of the House, and 
who made a really eloquent and almost pa- 
thetic appeal to be allowed to take the oath 
and his seat. On a division the motion against 
him was carried by 208 to 175, a majority 
against the Government and its obnoxious pro- 
tegé of 33. Angry under defeat, Mr. Glad- 
stone abandoned the regulation of its result, 
and Sir Stafford Northcote with great dignity 
assumed, as he did last year, once more the 
functions of leader of the Government as well 
as the Opposition; that is, he practically took 
charge of the House. Bradlaugh was ordered to 
withdraw. He would not. He was made to doso 
by the Sergeant-at-Arms. Hecame back again, 
was again restrained, and finally at this junc- 
ture the House was adjourned, the Premier re- 
maining literally quiescent while the disgrace- 
ful scene of insubordination went on. A word 
of advice or remonstrance from him would 
have saved the dignity of the House, but he 
did not speak that word. This led to the 
miserable scenes, such as using force to compel 
Mr, Bradlaugh’s obedience, and finally to an 
adjournment of the House. The trouble was 
to be repeated next day, and can only end in 
the Government bringing in a bill of relief, 
which they ought to have brought in last vear. 
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JEFF DAVIS ON THE LOST CAUSE.

HE AGAIN DECLARES THAT IT WAS FOUNDED 
IN TRUTH AND JUSTICE—A SPEECH AND 
A LETTER, 

At the close of the oration by Gen. Fitz 
Hugh Lee, of Virginia, at the unveiling of the 
statue to Stonewall Jackson in New-Orleans on 
Tuesday, loud cries were made for Jefferson Davis, 
and, after a few moments’ hesitation, he stood up 
and bowed his acknowledgments to the assem- 


blage. Cheers and bravos rent the air; hats and 
handkerchiefs were waved, and, as Mr. Davis 
waved his hand. a dead silence fell until broken by 
his address, as follows: 

FRIENDS, COUNTRYMEN, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 
Iam thrice unfortunate in being called upon to 
speak to you; first, because the address you have 
just listened to leaves nothing further to be said; 
second, because that address was made by one who 
figured so prominently in the war, by one who fol- 
lowed old Stuart so gallantly, and who was equal 
in prowess and bravery to his commander; and yet 
again, it is difficult for me to speak, since our 
thoughts are nowturned toward the hero whose 
glory we are to-day celebrating. The character and 
conduct of Stonewall Jackson so sounded his glory 
that an encomium can neither enlarge nor adorn his 
fame. It was complete in itself. It would be 
but idleness to attempt a eulogy of himnow. To 
that man whose image stands there be all honor 
and glory. It is well for Louisiana that the statue 
was made, for in the war there was nothing we 
needed so much as artillery, and the Washington 
Artillery came tothe rescue of the country. Ay, 
it was well that Louisiana should rear the statue, 
for in the campaigns where he stood alone, driving 
the divisions of the enemy before him, Louisiana’s 
men stood beside him like stone walls. <A story has 
been told by Dick Taylor illustrating the piety and 
Christianity of Jackson’s character. Said Taylor: 
‘While Jackson was at Fort Republic it was found 
to be absolutely necessary to climb the fortress, a 
hazardous enterprise. Just previous to the under- 
taking Jackson was found sitting alone; while the 
roar of guns was heard and while shells were burst- 
ing on every side he was found in deep prayer.” 
He was true to his country and he did al! that 
man could, trusting to God to sustain the right. 
But it would be unjust to you, friends, to con- 
tinue speaking about the story of Jackson. 
From the time he left the military institute he 
battled incessantly for State rights, self-govern- 
ment, and constitutional liberty. No one expected 
he would be the great hero of our war, and stand 
in the minds of Europeans as the mightiest chief- 
tain the Confederacysaw. [Slight applause.] This 

uiet Professor rose like a meteor over the Con- 
ederate strife, and, like a meteor, his career was 
short, but it shone on until its close. He lived for 
his country, never for a moment doubting that its 
cause was righteous. He died feeling as I do to- 
day, (with great emphasis, rising on tip-toe and 
bringing down his upraised arm vehemently,) that 
the cause was founded intruth and justice. He 
gave his whole heart to the cause, and the country 

ave its heart to Jackson. You men on whom he 
eaned honor yourselves in honoring him. 

Great s Anag ta ensued, but as night was rapidly 
approaching the Rev. Father Hulbert immediately 
rose, and, pronouncing the benediction, dismissed 
the audience.

The terms of nine of the 
Board of Managers having expired, the incum- 
bents were re-elected unanimously toserve for four 
years, the constitution of the board remaining 
thus unaltered. The following are the names of 
the members re-elected: William S. Lambert, 
Isaac Odell, John H. Earle, George W. Lane, 


Smith Sheldon, Henry G, De Forest, 8. Van Rens- 
selaer Cruger, Oliver Hoyt, and Elbert A. Brinker- 
hoff. Mr. 8. R. Gray was present as the represen- 
tative of the Albany County Bible Society, W. H. 
Coe representing the society of the State of 
Maryland, and the Rev. Dr. Anderson, of Wa- 
terbury, Conn., the Congregational Conference of 
that State. The principal topic of interest before 
the meeting was the report of the operations of the 
rae § for the year ending May, 1881, which pre- 
sented items of fresh importance. Forty-seven 
new life Directors have been constituted during 
the year, 508 life members, and 89 new auxiliaries, 
The soeiety employs 20 district superintend- 
ents, 127 paid agents, and 3,520 unpaid vol- 
unteer distributors. Its receipts for the year have 
been $606,484 96, of which amount $199,773 14 came 
from legacies, $266,229 76 from books, and the re- 
mainder from donations. Editions of the Jupanese 
New Testament have been published in six differ- 
ent forms, and three books of the minor _ prophets 
have also been issued in the Japanese language. 
New portions of the Scriptures are in progress 
in various Chinese dialects, and the revision 
in India of the Telugu Scriptures has 
made good progress. Versions of the Gospels and 
Acts in the Penape and Zulu languages have been 
finished. At the Bible House no fewer than 
1,085,696 copies of the Bible have been 
manufactured, 3,890 imported, 275,983 printed 
abroad, and 54,938 bought in the foreign market. 
The society has now in its employ 198 colporteurs, 
by whom 691,545 families have been visited, and 
84,191 supplied with copies, not including 42,915 
individuals supplied and 894 Sunday-schools. Dur- 
ing the year the society has lost by death several 
important coadjutors, among them the Hon. Ed- 
ward M’Gehee, the Hon. \.afayette S. Foster, the 
Hon. Nathan Bishop, and the Rev. Dr. William 
Adams. Its foreign agents. among whom are Dr. 
Isaac G. Bliss and the Rev. Edwin M. Bliss. at Con- 
stantinople; the Rev. Dr. Gulick, in Japan, and 
others in Mexico, Brazil, &c., haye been active 
during the year. No measurés have yet been 
taken to substitute the revised version of the 
Bible for that now circulated by the society, 
No legislative action is required in order to ef- 
fect this substitution, but it can only be done 
at a general meeting. byan amendment of Article I 
of the Constitution, which reads as follows: ‘* This 
society shall be known by the name of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, of which the sole object shail be 
to encourage a wider circulation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, without note or comment. The only copies 
in the English language to be circulated by the so- 
ciety shall be the version now in common use.” 
This article limits the operations of the society to 
the familiar King James version, and, while not at 
all inimical to the revision, the members prefer to 
wait until the critical world has pronounced upon 
the value of the version thus produced before sct- 
ting aside the old and familiar text in its favor. 
This cannot now be done until the annual meeting, 
to be held in May, 1882, as the Constitution pre- 
scribes that no alteration shall be made except at 
an annual meeting, upon the recommendation of 
the Board of Managers. 

At the Broadway Tabernacle last evening, the 
fifty-seventh anniversary of the New-York Bible 
Society was celebrated by reading an abstract of 
the yearly report and by addresses. It appears 
that the circulation of Bibles and Testaments has 
been the largest during the fiscal year just expired 
that has ever occurred in the history of the society, 
with the exception of two years during the war— 
1861 and 1862. The total number of copies dis- 
tributed has been 116,388, and the receipts during 
the ‘same period $7,313 69. Agents have visited 
36,669 families, of whom 3,907 were destitute of Bi- 
bles. The number of volumes absorbed in this 
work was 7,454. Five new hotels, missions, the 
penal and pauper institutions of the City, 
and incorporated homes, hospitals, asylums, 
&c., have required 5,828 volumes, while 15,950 
volumes have been given to immigrants. The num- 
ber of steerage passengers thus visited by agents 
of the society has been 320,000. The distribution 
to seamen forms another interesting item—3,752 
copies to sailors’ boarding-houses, 2,048 to sailors 
on board ship, 5,288 to Scandinavian vessels, 4,462 
to the nationalities of Southern Enrope, and 464 
to foreign men-of-war, together with 7,471 sent to 
Roman Catholic ports. The addresses were by the 
Rey. Arthur Brooks on ‘' The Bible as Adapted to the 
Times,”’ the Rev. George H. Hepworth on the 
‘* Outgoing and Incoming Ships at this Port as Dis- 
trinutors of the Bible,”’ and the Rev. Dr. How- 
ard Crosby on the ‘‘ New Revision.’’ In eight 
days from to-day, Dr. Crosby said, there will prob- 
ably be more Bible readers in New-York City than 
ever before. One question that would nat- 
urally be asked was what advantage 
the revisicn would possess over the re- 
ceived version. Another would be what necessity 
there was for disturbing the old and established 
text. Why make anv revision at all? Were not 
the men who prepared the King James version as 
eminent in scholarship as any nowadays? One 
thing had been lost sight of in the darkening of 
counsel with any words which had naturally ac- 
companied the discussion. Did the English-reading 
world want to keep the King James Bible because 
it was such, or did'‘people want the word of God 
as it came from the lips of the Prophets and the 
Apostles and from the lips of the Saviour himself ? 
Was it a translation merely that was hallowed, or 
was it the Bible as nearly perfect as learning and 
criticism could make it? Because passages were 
obscured by translators, or had since become ob- 
scure by the absolescence of words, were they to 
continue so on the’ grourd that a_re- 
ceived yersion ought not to be disturbed ? 
The King James text contained in all about 600 
words that did not belong to the English of to-day. 
Dr. Crosby instanced a number of these obsolete 
terms, which, he said, were understood by none 
but college-bred men. Besides this, many words 
had acquired an entirely new meaning, and the 
sense of the passages in which they occurred was 
thus perverted to the mind of the general reader. 
The King James translators adopted the vicious rule 
of translating a Greek or Hebrew word by as 
many different English ones as possible, instead 
of using the same word as often as practicable. In 
a single psalm the same Hebrew word was Eng- 
lished by ‘‘error’’ in one case, “‘sin’’ in another, 
and “fault” inathird. So ina passage in John’s 
Gospel “ remain,’’ “‘dwell.’’ and ‘ abide” were all 
three used in rendering the same Greek word. 
After giving instances at length of the working of 
this rule, Dr. Crosby said that the state of learnin 
did not at that date admit of the thorough knowl- 
edge of Greek and Hebrew that was now the com- 
mon property of scholars. 
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THE SUICIDAL MANTA. 

Mrs. Ursula Schneider, 56 years of age, 
while insane, committed suicide yesterday after- 
noon by jumping out of athird story window of 
her residence, No. 106 East Third-street. Her hus- 
band is at present an inmate of the lunatic asylum 
on Ward's Island. He was a prosperous piano-key 


manufacturer 10 years ago, and hada factory in 
Spring-street. Giving up his business, he opened 
a furniture store on Third-avenue, where 
he did a good business. He, however, be- 
came involved in some real estute speculations 
which proved disastrous, and he lost his entire 
forture, amounting to nearly $10,000. These re- 
verses affected nis mind so that he became violent- 
lyinsane. After he had made several unsuccessful 
attempts to commit suicide he was sent to the 
lunatic asylum. His wife and five children were 
left to struggle along as best they could, but as the 
children grew up they earned sufficient to support 
the family comfortably. Mrs. Schneider was 
Sovmtedly attached to her husband and visited him 
frequently. Three weeks ago, after returning from 
a visit to her husband, she exhibited symptoms of 
insanity which gredually developed to such a 
degree that her children, who were averse to send- 
ing her to an asylum, were compelled to watch her 
very closely. At 3:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
while alone in her room, she threw herself out of 
the window, and falling on the pavement of the 
yard below received injuries which resulted in 
death an hour after. 

An unknown man committed snicide last even- 
ing by jumping from the Grand-street ferry-boat 
George Law into the East River as she was leaving 
her slip at the foot of Grand-street. His body was 
subsequently recovered and taken to the Morgue. 
He is described as about 35 years of age, 5 feet 10 
inches in height, with dark hair, sandy mustache, 
and hazel eyos. He wore a blue check shirt, red 
flannel drawers, gray coat, dark vest, jean trousers, 
soft felt hat, and gaiters.

CHARGES OF CORRUPTION PREFERRED 


AGAINST HIM TO THE GOVERNOR, 
The charges of corruption preferred against 


Judge Henry A. Gildersleeye, of the General Ses- 
sions Court, by Andrew W. Vandewater, the hus- 
band of the Judge’s niece, who was removed from 
the position of court officer on April 1, were fin- 
ished yesterday by ex-Senator Thomas C. E. Eccle- 
sine, counsel for Vandewater, and mailed to Gov. 
Cornell, at Albany, last evening. The following is 
a copy of the charges: 

To the Hon. Alonzo B. Cornell, Governor of the State 

of New-York: 

The undersigned, Androw W. Vandewater, a citizen 
of the City of New-York, now living at No, 219 East 
Eighty-seventh-street, in said City, hereby charges 
Henry A. Gildersleeve with Jrose corruption in con- 
nection with the patronage of his office, and with such 
conduct in connection therewith as to render him 
unfit to hold the judicial office of which he is now an 
incumbent—that is to say, the office of Judge of the 
Court of General Sessions of the Peace of the City of 
New-York, and the undersigned alleges, as specifica- 
tions of said charge, the following, viz.: 

Specification I. That on or about the 25th day of 
December, 1877, the said Judge Gildersleeve corrupti 
agreed to appoint the undersigned an officer in his 
court, at $1,200 per annum, upon condition that he 
should pay Elmer D. Gildersleeve, the brother of said 
Judge Gildersleeve, out of said salary the sum of $20 
per montn. That a short time aftersaid corrupt agree- 
ment, and in pursuance thereof, the undersigned 
was appointed to said osition, and continued 
to pay to the said Elmer D. Gildersleeve, 
brother of said Judge Gildersleeve, the said sum 
corruptly agreed upon, as aforesaid, until about June, 
1878. That during said corrupt bh for which 
the undersigned took receipts, he was permitted to 
hold his said position without any quectes That in 
June, 1878, when the undersigne iscontinued: said 
corrupt payments, the said Judge Gi dersleeve threat- 
ened toremove him unless he resumed them. That 
said Judge Gildersleeve sent his father and other per- 
sons to the undersigned to frighten him into resuming 
the said corrupt payments, but the undersigned re- 
fused to do so, and,told the said persons that he had 
receipts which would ruin the Judge if published. 

Specification II. That the said Judge Gildersleeve, 
discovering that he could noi intimidate the under- 
signed into resuming said — payments, and fear- 
ing an exposure inevitable on the publication of said 
receipts, on or about the Ist day of March, 1881, in- 
duced the wife of the undersigned, niece of the said 
Judge Gildersleeve, to leave ,jher home, and take said 
receipts with her to the city of New-Brunswick, in 
the State of New-Jersey. ‘hat said Judge Gildersleeve 
has ever since said date kept the wife of the under- 
signed without his reach, so that at present he is in 
perfect ignorance of her whereabouts, although hehas 
made diligent efforts for the pest two months to 
ascertain her residence, That said Judge Gildersleeve 
also induced the wife of the undersigned to take away 
his children, and two of them were kept at the 
house of the said Gildersieeve, or under bis control 
until the undersigned threatened to institute leca 
proceedings to recoverthem, when one of them was 
sent to his father’s, in Poiighkeepsie, b aly and shab- 
bily clothed, although the undersigned had always 
provided liberally forthem, That after said Judge 
Gildersleeve had failed to intimidate the undersigned 
into resuming the said corrupt payments, and after he 
had induced the wife of the undersigned to leave him 
and take from his possession the said reeeipts, und 
aiter be had sent the wife of the undersigned tosome 
place unknown to him,hne removed the undersigned 
from his position in said court, solely because he re- 
fused to continue or resume gaid corrupt paymen's to 
the brother of said Judge Gildersiceve. That said 
Judge Gildersieeve was corruptly interested in said 
payments to his brother, as they relieved him from 
the necessity of helping to provide for him. 

In proof of the statement above specified, and as 

art of this specification, I respectiully refer your 
Exceltency to the affidavits and exhibits hereto an- 
nexed. ANDREW W. VANDEWATER. 

The affidavits accompanying the charges foilow, 
That of Vandewater, who prefers the charges, was 
sworn to on the 29th of March last, and sets forth 
that on Feb. 24, 1870, he married Rachel A. Hal- 
stead, of Poughkeepsie, a niece of Judge Gilder- 
sleeve; that on Dec. 25, 1877, Vandewater being 
then out of employment, Judge Gildersleeve called 
at his residence, No. 128 West Fiftieth-street, and 
said he was anxious to help Vandewater, and also 
to help his brother, Elmer D. Gildersleeve, a clerk 
in a shoe store in Poughkeepsie, and that if Vande- 
water would agree to pay Elmer $20 per month, 
he (the Judge) would appoint him an ofiicer of the 
Court of General Sessions at a ‘salary of $1,200 a 
year. Vanderwater, being out of employment, 
consented to pay Elmer D. Gildersiseve the sum 
stipuiated, and, in pursuance of the agreement en- 
tered into, was appointed court officer in January, 

1878. Vanderwater alleges that in the months of 
February, March, April, May, and June following 
he sent Elmer D. Gildersleeve, in registered 
letters, $20 per month out of his salary, 
and received the latter's receipt from 
Poughkeepsie. He further states that in June of 
1878 he discontinued the payments to Elmer D. Gil- 
dersleeve. and was subsequently informed by the 
Judge and his father, since deceased, that unless 
he resumed the payments he would be removed. 
On March 1, 1881, he adds, Judge Gildersleeve in- 
duced his (Vandewater’s) wife to leave him and f° 
to New-Brunswick, N. J..and take with her the 
receipts of moneys paid Elmer D. Gildersleeve, 
which were in his possession. 

The affidavit of Wilson Hicks, of Poughkeepsie, 
is to the effect that he saw receipts for the pay- 
ment of $20 from Elmer D. Gildersleeve in the 
possession of Vandewater, and that Vandewater’s 
wife had told him about the monthly payment of 
the money. Henry R. Cox, Registry Clerk of the 
Post Office at Poughkeepsie, makes affidavit that 
inthe months of April and May, 1878, he received 
registered letters which were delivered to Elmer 
D. Gildersleeve. In June of the same year he de- 
livered to Gildersleeve a money order for $20, sent 
by Vandewater from New-York. The affidavit of 
I’. J. Vandewater, mother of Andrew W. Vande- 
water, sets forth that John G. Halstead, brother of 
Vandewater’s wife, informed her that the 
father of Judge Gildersleeve told him that 
he must “get around’ his sister (Vande- 
water’s wife) and get from her the re- 
ceipts from Elmer D. Gildersleeve which Vande- 
water hadin his possession, as, if the bargain in 
pursuance of which the money had been paid 
should become known, it would ruin Judge Gilder- 
sleeve. Mary J. Holmes, a friend of the Vande- 
water family, sets forth in her affidavit that the 
wife of Vandewater had told her that her husband 
had been in the habit of paying $20 per month out 
of his salary to Judge Gildersleeve’s brother, El- 
mer, but that she (Mrs. Vandewater) had stopped 
it. The affidavit of Irving J. Holmes, son of the 
foregoing, is said to corroborate the statements of

SKILL OF THE DEAF AND DUMB. 

The sixty-fourth anniversary of the New- 
York Institution for the Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb was celebrated yesterday afternoon in 
the Broadway Tabernacle. The church was well 
filled. The Hon. Henry E. Davies, LL.D., Vice- 
President of the Board of Directors, presided, mak- 


ing an opening address of much interest, sketching 
in brief outline the history of the institution, 
since when, in 1817, the year of its establishment, 
it began its good work with five pupils. Now over 
500 are on the rolls, with a faculty of no invonsider- 
able strength. Following the address, Dr. I. L. 
Peet, Principal of the institution, introduced sev- 
eral classes who entertained the audience for two 
hours with a display of their wonderful abilities. 
The first exercise was an illustration by three small 
boys, but a few weeks in the institution, of the 
elementary methods of instruction. A half dozen 
18-year-old girls recited, py use of the black- 
board, an exercise in geography. <A _ class 
of higher attainment with a strange readiness 
translated signs into words, answered questions in 
reference to their studies, and wrote impromptu 
compositions. In one of these off-hand efforts the 
electric light was referred to as one of the greatest 
inventions of the age, and it wasadded: ‘This 
light is especially valuable to New-York just at this 
time, and we hope that it will soon be used in all of 
the public streets, for without it there is great 
danger that in the darkness of the night some citi- 
zen may become buried in the mud of the streets.” 
An exercise by James H. Caton, a blind deaf-mute, 
won much applause. Other parts of the programme, 
in which the pupils figured, igh very pleasing, 
particularly the recitation, by signs, of a poem, a 
concerted recitation of a psalm, the doxology, and 
the Lord’s prayer. 
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WHITTAKER’S UNCONSCIOUSNESS REAL. 

Dr. George L. Beard was a witness before 
the Whittaker court-martial yesterday. He was 
introduced by the defense to refute the conclusion 
reached by Dr. Alexander, the West Point surgeon, 
that Whittaker was shamming unconsciousness on 


the morning aftér the alleged outrage. The wit- 
ness declared that no better evidence that 
Whittaker was not shamming could be pro- 
duced than that of Dr. Alexander in re- 
gard to the symptoms found when he 
examined the bound Cadet. There was no better 
description of the curious state of Whittaker’s un- 
consciousness on record than that given by Dr. 
Alexander; it would live in the history of remark- 
able cases of emotional unconsciousness. Asked 
to sum up the phenomena on which he based his 
conclusion, Dr. Beard described them to be the 
condition of Whittaker’s eyelids, the fact that the 
pape of the eye responded naturally to the 
ight, that his face was natural in its ap- 
pearance, that the pulse was normal 
that he experienced nausea, that his first expres- 
sion on awakening referred to the last act which 
he remembered before falling into this state, and 
above all, that there was considerable difficulty in 
rousing him to consciousness, and that when he 
was finally aroused he got up and walked off as if 
nothing had happened. All these symptoms the 
witness regarded as absolutely excluding any other 


theory than that of Whittaker’s absolute uncon- | 


sciousness at the time he was discovered. Had not 
Whittaker been disturbed when he was he would 
in all probability, in the opinion of the witness, 
have slept well on into the forenoon, and then 
waked without aid from anybody. There were 
cases in which persons thus mentally shocked had 
slept on for days, and even weeks, before they 
were restored to consciousness.

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A FINE HOTEL FOR QUEBEC 
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PLANS OF A STRUCTURE TO ORNA- 
MENT THE HHIGHTS. 

THE PRINCESS LOUISE INTERESTED IN THE 
PROJECT—ONE OF THE FINEST SITES IN 
THE WORLD—THE BUILDING AND FUR- 
NITURE TO COST FIVE HUNDRED THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS. 

A new hotel is about to be erected in Que- 
bec which is designed to be the finest, and, with 
the single exception of the Windsor, in Montreal, 
the largest hotel inthe Canadas. The plans, which 
have been prepared by Mr. John A. Wood, the 
architect, of this City, have received the approval 
of the Princess Louise, to whom they were sub- 
mitted, and work on the structure will be begun 
this Spring. The hotel will be completed and ready 
for occupaney in the Summer of 1882, Quebec 
is the Mecca of so many Americans during 
the Summer months, her historic associations, her 


- fortifications, and the numerous natural curiosities 


in the vicinity are so interesting, that to pleasure- 
seekers in particular this bit of information will 
prove a gratifying surprise. One of the chief draw- 
backs to the enjoyment of a tour through the Can- 
adas has been the poor quality of hotel accommo- 
dations to be found. With the opening of the Prin- 
cess, however, the name with which the hotel is to 
be christened, in honor of the Princess Louise, visit- 
ors will no lenger yearn for the comforts and con- 


veniences of the Saratoga caravansaries. The Prin- 
cess will be situated between the Place d’Armes,the 
Governor's Gardens, and Durham Terrace, the latter 
abroad promenade at the very edge of the cliffs, 
which here form a precipitons wall higher than the 
towers of the Brooklyn bridge. From this spot is 
obtained a view of one of the most magnificent 
landscapes in the world. To the north stretches 
the broad expanse of the mighty St. Lawrence, 
cradling the Isle of Orleans, famous for its beau- 
ties. To the right, on the opposite side of the 
river, is the low promontory of Point Levi, with its 
long :tretch of fortifications, said to be the most 
extensive in North America; to the left, the lum- 
ber coves, the sluggish St. Charles, and beyond, a 
level plain, dotted with farm-houses, gradually 
rising .nto the steep cliffs, over which, six miles 
from Quebec, the Montmorenci takes a_ final 
plunge, its waters disappearing almost entirely in a 
silvery spray before they reach the basin hollowed 
out to receive them. The impregnable citadel rears 
itself toward the south, a hundred feet higher 
still than even this lofty observation point. The 
narrow strip of beach where Montgomery fell in 
the fruitless attempt to scale the chffs and storm 
the citadel is all built up now with wharves and 
warehouses, whose bustling scenes form a pzuno- 
rama of never-ending interest to the loungers on 
the terrace above. 

The ground plan of the hotel in shape something 
resembles the letter I, with wings at the north- 
ern and southern extremities of the main struc- 
ture. It will be of brick, seven stories in height, 
with trimming of a grayish stone quarried near 
Malabaie, a watering-place on the St. Lawrence, 
90 miles to the north. The wings are each six 
stories. The whole is crowned with a French 
roof, from which rise two domes, each 121 feet in 
height, and four towers, affording a view of the 
surrounding country for leagues upon leagues. 
There are two frontages—one overlooking the 8t. 
Lawrence and the other the Place d’Armes, a hand- 
some public square. The length of the building is 
228 feet and its breadth 145 feet. The three piazzas 
are the mest prominent features of the exterior. 
They are of the Moorish style, pene os | ornamented, 
and in size and beauty ure intended to excel any- 
thing ever attempted in this country. Their col- 
umns extend above the third story, and they are 
without galleries, although each floor has its own 
balconies. The dimensions of these piazzas are 
as follows: St. Lawrence side, 228 by 22 feet; 
Place d’Armes, 122 by 20 feet; St. Charles, (so 
called because it commands a view of that 
river) 112 by 17 feet. The main en- 
trances to the hotel.are fromthe Place d’Armes 
and Durham Terrace, both of which are sim- 
ilar to that of the Grand Union at Saratoga, only 
larger and much more ornamental. Carved in the 
wood-work over each will be the name of the 
hotel, while the initials ‘*L. M. L.”°—Loutse, Mar- 
chioness of Lorne—will be inworked among the 
spandrels of the piazza arches. The Princess 
Louise has manifested much interest in this hotel, 
as she does in all matters Canadian, notwithstand- 
ing the stories to the contrary which have been cir- 
culated about her. She suggested a number of 
ideas to Mr. Wood, designed to add to the architec- 
tural beauty of the structure, and forwarded to 
him, from Kensington Palace, photographs of the 
roofs of several mansions in Grosvenor-place, 
whose features she believed would admirably har- 
monize with his plans. These have accordingly been 
embodied in the work. 

The main entrances open into a_cross-shaped 
rotunda 80 by 60 feet, in which are the hotel and 
telegraph offices. Irom this lead the grand corri- 
dors to the public parlors, reception-rooms, and 
the two hydraulic elevators for passengers and 
baggage. In the southern, or citadel, wing are 
the dining and breakfast reoms. A _ novel 
feature of the former is a large  plate- 
glass window, directly opposite the entrance, 
so framed and finished as to give the 
citadel in the distance the appearance of a magnifi- 
eent picture. A broad ftire-proof stairway in each 
wing leads directly from this floor to the roof. The 
basement, the greater part of which is above 
ground, contains the baggage-room for receiving 
and forwarding luggage, none of which ever ap- 
pears in the rotunda above to litter it up; the en- 
gine and boiler rooms, barber’s shop, restaurant, 
storerooms, servants’ diming-rooms, and seven 
stores for the sale of every description of goods 
and articles which Americans may desire dur- 
ring a Canadian jaunt. There are 240 
rooms for’ guests, all of which open 


upon someone of the pointsof the landscape 


above referred to. A dozen of the choicest ones 
on'each floor are provided with hot and cold 
water, bath-rooms, etc. The rooms throughout 
are so arranged that they may be used singly or 
thrown into suites, By means of pipes connecting 
with the immense chimney the bath-rooms are 
usually well ventilated. A thorough system of 
plumbing for each floor, steam-heating apparatus, 
electric bells. and the use of gas are among the 
features of this model hotel. The proprietor of 
the Princess is an American, Mr. Willis 
Russell, who has managed the 8t. Louis 
Hotel, and the Russell House in Quebec 
for 20 years. The cost of the building and its 
furniture will be fom. 0, The streets of Quebec 
are so narrow and zigzag, and the journey from the 
Lower to the Upper Town was attended with so 
much genuine labor, that an immense passenger 
elevator was constructed two years ago, which now 
receives pedestrians at the base of the cliffs anda 
lands them on Durham Terrace, within a few rods 
of the site of the Princess.

FOREIGN BUSINESS NOTES. 

Lonpon, May 12.—The liabilities of William 
R. Arbuthnot & Co., insurance, oil, and seed bro- 
kers, whose failure was announced yesterday, are 
225.000, 

A comparison of the duties on British exports to 
France under the existing conventional tariff and 
the new general tariff shows that, while various ar- 


ticles in the iron trade are not seriously affected, 
the increase ou textile fabrics is enormous, often 
double, and sometimes treble. The general increase 
is trom 40 to 60 per cent. 

The Bank of England rate of discount remains 
unchanged. This is believed to be partly on ac- 
count of the troubles in Mincing-lane, and partly 
because of the remittance of gold to Scotland 
usual at this season or the year. 

The St. James's Gazette to-day says: ‘‘ We under- 
stand that the Bank of France has decided to issue 
fifty-franc notes. The lowest now is 100f. We 
also learn that the bank is willing, if requested by 
the Government, to issue twenty or sixteen franc 
notes. The object is, of course, to economize gold. 
It seems, therefore, that the bank does not hope 
for any practical result from the Monetary Confer- 


ence.”’

EDUCATING THE BLIND. 
—_—— —-— > ---- - 
ANNIVERSARY EXERCISES OF THE NEW-YORK 
ASYLUM. 

The anniversary exercises of the New-York 
Institution for the Blind, held last evening at 
Steinway Hall. were very successful. There wasa 
large audience of ladies and gentlemen, who were 
greatly entertained bythe exercises. Superintend- 
ent William B. Wait presided, and seated on the 
platform, in company with about 160 blind pupils 
and the corps of teachers, were Augustus Schell, 


President of the Board of Officers: James 
McLean, Chandier Robbins, D. L. Suydam, 
William C. Schermerhorn, William Whitewright, 
and other managers of the institution. The pupils 
were all neatly dressed, the girls in white, with 
ribbons and flowers, and they appeared to enjoy 
the evening’s entertainment. which consisted 
of vocal and instrumental music, recitations, 
and readings from books printed in raised letters. 
Wallace Larkin and James Burke executed diffi- 
cult solos on the piano, and Miss Flora Rogers, 
who sang “The Young Shepherdess and the 
Knight” and “Ye Pretty Birds,” was loudly ap- 
plauded, as was also Miss Catherine Holley, who 
played a solo, * Recollections of Home,” on the 
piano. An examination in geography by Masters 
Robert Burns, Vincent O’Keefe, John and James 
Burke created great interest, the boys point- 
ing out portions of countries, rivers, moun- 
tains, &c., on the map prepared for them 
entirely by the sense of feeling. A ‘‘ dissected 
map,” consisting of a number of blocks of wood 
joined together—somewhat in the nature of a puz- 
zlie—was taken apart by a blind teacher, Mr. Ste- 
phen A. Babcock, ana was put together again per- 
our by three little blind girls. Katy Schlorser, 
Matilda Schaefer, and Peter McGahn read with 
great facility from a book printed in raised letters. 
Superintendent Wait, before the final chorus 
was sung, s:ated that the institution was some- 
times known as the Asylum for the Blind. It was, 
however, an educational institution, like the pub- 
lic schools of the State. The training of pupils 
began as soon as possible. There was no fixed 
period for tuition. Schoiars who were conscien- 
tious might stay at the institution a very long time 
and not learn all that it was ——— to teach. 
There were three departments—literary, musical, 
and mechanical. The latter department consisted 
of the art of making mattresses, reseating chairs, 
plain sewing by females, &c. The advantages of 
the institution should be better known than they 
were, Mr. Wait believed, as many blind children 
now helpless might be greatly benefited and their 
lives rendered pleasanter if they were sent there. 
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LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The fireat Niagara Falls Wednesday night 
totally destroyed the paper mill building, causing a 
loss of from $45,000 to $50,000. It is thought that 
about $10,000 worth of machinery will be saved, 
leaving a loss on machinery of ; $40,000 and $60,000 
on manufactured stook and materials for manu- 
facture. Three hundred tons of coal in one of the 
outside buildings were saved. The fire is still 
burning in 25 tons of rags, which will be destroyed. 
The fire is supposed to have caught from the pipe 
of a tramp sleeving in the building. The works will 
be immediately rebuilt on an improved and en- 
larged plan. The site has been used for a paper 
manufactory for nearly 70 years, in which time it 
has been visited seven different times by 
fire, suffering total destruction in 1858, when 
it was rebuilt by the present company. 
The insurance on building, machinery, and stock, 
amounting to $46,750, is divided as follows: Manu- 
facturers’ Fire and Marine of Boston, Mechanics’ 
of Boston, Western of Toronto, Mechanics’ and 
Traders’ of New-York, Buffalo of Buffalo, Queen’s 
of London, American Central of St. Louis, Lan- 
cashire of Manchester, England. Phoenix of Hart- 
ford, London and Lancashire Fire Association of 
Philadelphia, and German of Rochester, $2,500 
each; Mercantile of Boston, North British of Lon- 
don, Reserve of Boston,and Long Isiand of Brooklyn, 
$1,000 each; Newark of Newark, N. J.; Firemen’s 
Fund of San Francisco, St. Paul of St. Paul, Fire- 
men’s of Maryland, Irving of New-York, and La- 
fayette of Brooklyn, $1,500 each; Lamar of New- 
York, Traders’ of Chicago, and New-York City of 
New-York, $1,250 each. 

A fire broke out yesterday afternoon, 
in Boston, in a six-story building in the 
Haymarket Block, opposite the Boston and 
Maine Raliroad depot. owned by the heirs 
of 8. P. Langmaid, and for some time serious ap- 

rehensions were felt that the entire block would 

e burned. The cpnflagration was, however, 
confined to the building in which it originated. 
The basement, where the fire started, was 
occupied by John Mulliken & Co., dealers in paints 
and oils, whose loss is about $5.000; partly insured. 
The principal loser among the occupants was 
Walter H. Durrell, successor to S. P. Langmaid, 
whose stock of doors, sashes, and blinds was 
damaged to the extent of $12,000, iusured 
for $8,000. Holmes & Blanchard, mili 
machinists, lose $5.000; fully insured. Goodnew 
& Wightman, hardware. lose $5,000: partially 
insured. E. B. Franklin, steam-heating ap- 
paratus; Merritt & Jarvis, masons, and J.- 8, 
Ambrose, leather dealer, lost from $1,000 to $3,000 
each. The building was damaged to the extent of 
about $10,000, fully insured in the Germania, West- 
ern, Westchester, Enterprise, American, Central, and 
Gloucester Companies. The total loss is estimated 
at $40,000. Louis White, an employe of Goodness & 
Wightman, was severely burned while hanging out 
of a second-story window, but held on until res- 
cued by the firemen. ‘ 


During a thunder shower early last evening 
the barns of Patrick Burns, at East Hartford, were 
struck by lightning, and three barns and the house 
of Mr. Burns were burned. Ten head of cattle and 
20 tons of hay were also burned. The loss ig 
$10,000; insurance, $6,000. By the same stroke of 
lightning the barns of Mathias Monan, afew hun- 
dred feet distant, were set on fire, and two barns 
and a tobacco shed were destroyed, causing a loss 
of $1,500; insurance, $500. 


A fire in the telegraph office at Omaha, 
Wednesday night. was quickly suppressed, but as 
it started at the switch-board it caused an inter- 
ruption of business, and gave rise to fears of a 
general cut-off. The damage was soon repaired 
and business resumed. 


A fire occurred at 11 o’clock last night in the 
two-story brick building No. 226 Eighth-avenue, 
occupied by Bernard Jacobs, furniture-dealer. 
Damage to stock, 35,000. The bnilding is owned 
by the Tripler estate, and is damaged to the extent 
of $2,000; insured. 


A fire yesterday morning in Lexington, Ky., 
destroyed about $10,000 worth of property, upon 
which there is an insurance of $6,000. The losers 
are Charles V. Johnson. the Lexington Cordage 
Company, H. H. Keller, Fora & Cassiday, and J. P.

The two-story brick building in Mather- 
street, Chicago, owned by the American Cutlery 
Company, was burned yesterday forenoon, with 
much stock and machinery. The lossis from $25,000 
to $30,000; insured for $69,000 in 30 companies. 

A fire occurred early yesterday morning in 
the furniture store of David Gatton, No. 218 At- 
lantic-avenue, Brooklyn, which ovecasioned a loss 
on stock to the extent of $2,000. The building was 
damaged to the extent of $500. 

A barn on the milk farm in Cranston, R. L., 
belonging to the A. & W. Sprague estate, was 
burned Tuesday night. The loss is about $2,000. 
The fire was probably of incendiary origin.

GENERALTELEGRAPHNEWS 


THE FLOODED MISSOURI VALLEY. 

THE GREAT LOSS OF PROPERTY BY THE INUN- 
DATION, ALTHOUGH WITH SMALL LOss 
OF LIFE. 

Sr. Pact, Minn., May 12.—Capt. J. J. 
Claque, Commissary of Subsistence for this depart- 
ment, sent by Gen. Terry to investigate the Icsses 
and destitution caused by the floods in the Mis 
souri Valley, has made his report. In his state- 
ment he says that from the mouth of the Big Sioux 
River to Yankton, the bottom land on both sides 
of the river was covered with water its entire 
width, and looked like an inland: sea, with occa- 
sional huge drifts of black ice somewhat resem- 
bling lava-beds. Such sudden and merciless de- 
struction is seldom witnessed in a life-time. On 
the Dakota side alone it is estimated that 
about 225,000 acres of fertile land were submerged. 
Some idea of the destruction may be conceived 
when it is known that here was one of the oldest; 
and most prosperous settlements in Dakota, said 
to average a family to about every 20 acres, and 
having a railroad traverse its length for about 5d 
miles, passing through six thrifty villages, now all 
submerged with water or entirely washed away 
Elk Point Station suffering the least on account o 
its elevation. It may safely be said that no one 
living on this bottom was left free from serious 
loss, many having their all swept away—lanas, 
houses, grain, and stock. On the Nebraska side the 
destruction was much less, as the bottom was not 
so thickly settled, and did not containso much 
land. The most wonderful thing in this whole 
catastrophe is the small loss of human life.

GENERAL RAILWAY NOTES. 
READING'S REPORT FOR MARCH — GEN, 
GRANT’S WORK—OTHER MATTERS. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 12.—George M. Dallas, 
Special Master of the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company, has filed his tenth audit of the 
accounts of the railroad; and the Coal and Iron 
Company in the Clerk’s office of the United States 
Circuit Court. The report covers the month of 
March, and shows that the balance in hand, as in« 
dicated by the statements of the railroad company, 
was $804,182 32. The receipis from travel, 
freight, canal tolls, &c., during the month 
amounted to $2,009,842 62; muscellaneous re- 
ceipts, $48,902 66; notes, real estate sold, 


&e., $334,984 05; total receipts, $2,697,911 05. Pay- 
ments, $2,184,812 25, leaving a balance on hand 
April 1, of $513,099 40. The ba'ance on hand by the 
Coal and Iran Company for the month at the close 
of February was $52,997 27. Receipts during the 
month, $1,069,700 80; payments, $1,093,040 87. Bal- 
ance on hand April 1, $29,657 20. 

Mexico, May 11.—Gen. Grant to-day signed tha 
new contract with the Mexican Government, em- 
bracing the extensions of the Mexican Southern 
Railway. It will be submitted to the Congress to- 
morrow. 

WasHinaton, May 12.—The Secretary of the In- 
terior to-day addressed a letter to the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office relative to the 
right of railroad companies to take timber from 
public Jands by virtue of the ‘“‘right of way” act of 
1875. The law referred to provides that any rail- 
road company shall have the right to take from 
public lands adjacent to their road meterial, earth, 
stone, and timber necessary for construction pur- 
poses. The Secretary says that this law refers ex- 
clusively to contemplated or unconstructed roads. 
Companies have no right to take timber for repairs. 
Congress evidently meant timber standing or grow- 
ing adjacent to tho line, as distinguished from 
timber further off; hence, the nearest timber 
upon the public lands, measuring laterally from the 
line of road within the termini thereof. To hold 
that timberin all instances must be taken from 
the negzrest points to the road, measuring laterally 
from the line, would in many cases defeat the in- 
tention of Congress. Such would be the case in 
sections of country where no timper could ba 
found for many miles on either side of the line. In 
such cases the Secretary is of opinion the law 
contemplates that timber may be taken from any 
point opposite the line within the termini and car- 
ried forward and distributed as required in con- 
struction, This right. however, is granted only to 
railroad companies organized according to the pro- 
visions of the act of 1875. No company has the 
power to “give general authority to the public” to 
cut timber from public lands. 

GaLvEston, May 12.—The News has a'special dis- 
patch from Austin, Texas, saying that the Texas 
Western Railway Company to-day filed amend- 
ments to its charter, the principal amendment 
providing for the construction of a line from Hous 


ton to Galveston.

FATAL QUARREL ON A BOAT. 

Swanton, Vt., May 12.—Last evening, 
while Pardon Duel and Tom Jennison were out 
fishing in the lake, at Aiburg Springs, the boat 
capsized, and Jennison was thrown overboard and 
drowned. Duel escaped by clinging to the boat. 
Jennison was a farm laborer from Alburg, 50 years 
old, and unmarried. There are strong suspicions 


of foul play in connection with the drowning of 
Jennison. It is reported that Duel is said to have 
had a quarrel, in which he struck Jennison, before 
entering the boat. When on the lake both men 
were seen by persons ashore to rise in the boat and 
gesticulate as though ir a scuffle, and subsequently 
one of the men, who proves to have been Duel, 
was precipitated into the water. The boat capsiz- 
ing, Jennison went down, while Duel clung fo the 
boat and was rescued. The drowned man wags 
known as “Irish Tom,” and had just returned 
from Ireland. He was known to have had nearly 
$200 and a gold watch upon his person. The town 
authorities will probably investigate the matter. 
Persons haye been searching all day for the bady 
of Jennison, but without success.

THE COMING COTTON CROP. 
CrnornnaTr, May 12.—Col. Richardson, of 
Mississippi, the largest cotton-grower in the South, 
is in this city buying provisions for his 8,000 em- 
ployes. He reports that the planting of cotton wag 
delayed this season on account of the weather, and 
that the prospect for a good crop is not the best, 


He thinks, however, there willbe a good average 
crop. The acreage is less than last year. There is 
a tendency, he says, among cotton-growers to pro 
duce less cotton and more of such products as are 
consumed on their plantations. With the price of 
cotton as low as it was last year, and pork 
and provisions selling at a high figure. the cotton 
planters are placed at 2 disadvantage, which can ba 
measurably reduced by producing more of the pro- 
ducts of Northern States. This they are now en- 
deayoring to do. Col, Richardson believes the 
International Cotton Exposition at Atlanta will be 
of great benefit to cotton interests. The greater 
part of the cotton for export, he believes, will even« 
tually go by the way ot New-Orieans.

- HIGGINS'S DOMESTIO TROUBLES. 

CONTINUATION OF THE SUIT AGAINST HIS 
WIFE. 

The trial of the suit of George H. Higgins to 
sompel his wife, Hannah W. Higgins, her two 
daughters by a former marriage, and her grand- 
children, to reconvey to him property which he 
says belongs to. him, and which they hold, was re- 
sumed yesterday before Judge Larremore, in the 
Supreme Court, Special Term. The plaintiff was 
upon the witness stand, undergoing cross-exami- 
nation, during almost the entire session of the 
court. He is a decrepit old man. His legs are 
partly paralyzed, and almost useless to him, and 
Lis face wears a woe-begone expression. He ap- 
pears to have been broken iu spirit. In his direct 
testimony on Wednesday he told the circumstances 
of his married life, and if they were as he por- 
trayed them they furnished a reason for his miser- 
abie appearance. He said then that he met his 

reseut wite in 1852, in a boarding-house, and un- 

erstood that she was a widow. She made ad- 
vances to him, and he married her. A short time 
after their marriage trouble ensued, and they lived 
apart for about six months. At the end of that 
period they were remarried. Thenceforward they 
jived unhappily. He provided his wife freely with 
money. Infact, he said, he gave her ali he earned 
asa book-keeper for A. I’. Stewart & Co., with the 
anderstanding that she would save sufficient to 
enable him to live without labor in hisold age. He 
gave her, he said, altogether about $120,000, which 

Was in part made up of gratuities given him by his 
Employers, and of a legacy of $10,000 left him 
by Mr. A. T. Stewart. He also said that when he 
left A. T. Stewart & Co. in 1879, his wife refused to 
upport him, and suggested that he had better take 
audanum, because it would rid him of existence 
and enable her. if the fact of suicide was not 
known, to collect $5,000 insurance upon his life. 
After having made this disinterested suggestion to 
him she had him taken to Bellevue Hospital, and 
thence to an insane asylum. When he left the lat- 
ber place she paid his passage to Chicago and gave 
him $15. 

Under cross-examination yesterday, he was some- 
What uncertain as to dates and of the circum- 
stances of bis first marriage, into which, he said on 
Wednesday, he did not enter with pertect willing- 
mess. The woman he married had thorough con- 
trol over him even before marriage, and afterward 
he shrank under her mere frown. He said, in re- 
sponse to the questions of Mr. Blandy, the coun- 
sel for the defendants, that before his 
marriage he supposed his present wife 
to be a widow. He knew she paid 
her board, but he did not think that 
she was wealthy. He and she were married by a 
minister, he thought. After their marriage her 
first husband reappeared, and it turned out that 
she was not divorced from him. She then sued for 
and obtained a divorce. He (the witness) took but 
little interest in the divorce proceedings. At their 
conclusion he had a consultation with a Catholic 
priest, and he then remarried the woman, the 
Peremony taking place in a Catholic church. 
He entered the matrimonial state a_  sec- 
ond time with as little willingness as 
on the first occasion. Immediately after 
their marriage they began to have quarrels about 
money matters. ‘hey lived apart only a short 
time after they entered into a contract of separa- 
tion in 1867. By that deed he agreed to give his 
wife $1,200 a year, and he paid her regularly. She 
soon complained that it was insufficient, and he in- 
creasei the allowance to $1,500, first; then to 
$1,800, and, finally, to $2,000. Only a few days 
before his wife sent him to Belleyue Hospital 
he gave her $230. Of this sum, 5200 
Was on account of her allowance, $50 wasto go 
into the trust fund he understood her to have been 
holding for him, and $30 was intended by him for 
awoman whom his wife told him she had em- 
ployed to care for his room. 

Upon being asked by Mr. Blandy if it were true 
that he had admitted to his wife that his accounts 
with A. T. Stewart & Co. were incorrect, Higgins 
puswered as energetically as he was able that 
{t was utterly untrue and without foundation. 
He said that he left A. T. Stewart & Co. not 
because his employers considered him unable to do 
his duty, but because he so considered himself. 
Higgins next identified three letters as having been 
written by him, and sent from Chicago to his wife. 
In the first he addressed his wife as ‘Dear Mrs. 
Higgins,’’ and told her bow he had arrived in Chi- 
cago, his adventures there, and how he had spent 
the $15 she gave him when he left New-York. 
The second letter was cooler, and was addressed 
simply to ‘'Mrs. Higgins.”’ It acknowledged 
the receipt of $25 from her, and directed Mrs. Hig- 
gins to place the trust funds in her possession to 
the credit of the writer, as he might have need to 
draw upon them. In the third letter Higgins ex- 
hibited some fierceness toward his wife. He 
charged her with having failed to act properly 
With $4,800 he had putin her custody, and he 
threatened to call her to account for that sum and 
for much more. He also charged her with having 
made misrepresentations to A. T. Stewart & Co., 
and finally he informed her that he was about to 
return to New-York. The trial will probably last 


for several days.

CONGREGATIONAL UNION WORK. 
REPORTS MADE AT THE ANNUAL MEETING 
AND AN ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

The annual meeting of the American Con- 
gregational Union was held in Room No. 59 of the 
Bible House yesterday afternoon. There was a 
large attendance of members, and the meeting was 
presided over by the Rev. Henry M. Storrs, D. D., 
of this City, the Second Vice-President. The re- 
port of the Treasurer, Norman A. Calkins, was 
read and approved. The receipts during the year 
ending May 1, from all sources, amounted to $43,- 
r22 40, which, with the balance in the treasury at 
the beginning of the year, $11,633 95, gave an 
available fund for the 12 months’ work of $55,- 
357 85., Of this sum $21,462 52 was disbursed in aid 
of 48 Congregational churches all over the land, 
and $6,303 50in salaries and otherexpenses. The 
balance in the treasury on May 1 was $27,591 382, 
of which $23,308 is pledged in advance to the 
aid of struggling churches, and will soon 
be lent. The annual report of the Board 
pf Trustees was read by the Secretary, the 
Rev. William B. Brown. During the year 
contributions were received from 968 churches, as 
Reainst 780 for the year before. Of these churches, 
422 are in New-England and 544 in the West. 
Loans were granted during the yearto 71 churches, 
and the grants were paid to 48. Pledges have also 
been made in advance to 60 churches, and funds 
enough are on hand to meet all these demands. A 
small balance remains in the treasury still unap- 
propriated, hut practically the treasury is empty, 
so far as the ‘work of the coming year is con- 
coenee. The report was accepted and ordered 
printed. 

The Union then proceeded to the election of ocfti- 
cers. The Rev. Edwin B. Webb, D. D., of Boston, 
was re-elected President forthe fourth time, and 
R7 Vice-Presidents and 16 Trustees were chosen. 
after which the meeting adjourned. The Board of 
Trustees is composed of the following gentlemen:

EXCISE AND OTHER APPROPRIATIONS. 

Excise Commissioner Mitchell and Col. John 
R. Fellows, counsel to the Excise Board, appeared 
before the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
yesterday, in the Mayor’s office, and urged the 
board to make the appropriation of $77,200 for the 


expenses of the Excise Board during the year be- 
ginning May1. Controller Campbell said he had 
intended to moye that the apprepriation be placed 
at $65,000, but he had been influenced enough by 
the arguments of the Commissioner and lawyer to 
be willing to add $5,000, and he therefore moved 
that the sum be made $70,000.

IMPRISONMENT FOR LIFE. 


The trial of William O’Donnell for the mur- 
der of nis wife Bridget, at No. 206 East Eighty-fifth- 
street, on Sunday evening, Feb. 18, was concluded 
in the General Sessions Court yesterday, and re- 


gulted in the conviction of the prisoner. Recorder 
Smyth, in his charge to the jury, withdrew the 
count in the indictment setting forth murder in the 
first degree, on the ground that premeditation suf- 
ficent to sustain that charge had not been 
shown. The jury, after an hour’s deliber- 
ation, found the prisoner guilty of murder 
in the second degree—the highest convic- 
tion claimed by Assistant District Attorney 
Lyon. Recorder Smyth said he concurred in the 
verdict of the jury. The prisonerhad committed a 
brutal crime, the circumstances of which were the 
most revolting he had ever heard. His Honor then 
Imposed the only sentence oe him under 
the law—imprisonment in State prison for life. 
O'Donnell, who is 53 years of age, heard the sen- 
fence with indifference.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, tn this region, partly cloudy 
weather, possibly oecasional rain, winds mostly 
westerly, higher barometer, ., stationary or 
lower temperature. 

The Senate has confirmed. by a’ majority 
of one, the nomination of Mr. STaniry 
Matrnews as Associate, Justice of the Su- 
preme Court. Even this narrow majority 
was purely accidental, and it may safely be 
said that no man has ever been elevat- 
ed to the Supreme Court Bench un- 
der more questionable auspices. The 
intelligent opinion of the country has 
been against him, as,has also the pre- 
ponderating weight of character and ability 
on both sides of the Senate. If his nomi- 
nation by Mr. Haves was discreditable, its 
renewal by Mr. Gar¥Fig~p after the em- 
phatic protests of the press and the legal 
profession has been still moreso. He owes 
his confirmation te Democratic votes, and 
will take his seat.on the bench under such 
a cloud of suspicion as to his character and 
affiliations as raust greatly interfere with his 
usefulness. It-is to be feared that the tradi- 
tional public respect for the judicial strength 
and impartiality of the Supreme Court will 
not survive:a repetition of such a nomination 
as was yesterday approved by the Senate. 


' Senator "KELLoae’s resolution calling on 
heads of executive departments for informa- 
tion concerning the States and ‘‘ backers’”’ of 


the clerks therein employed was not 
adopted by the Senate. The whole ques- 
tion was debated at some Jength, and 
the resolution, when it was finally referred 
tothe Committee on Printing, took with it 
two more absurd propositions, one to pro- 
cure the publication of the Congressional 
districts from which Government clerks 
are appointcd, and one to define whether 
such persons are white or colored. 
The subject is a small one, and is 
quite unworthy of the amount of considera- 
tion which it has received. It is notorious 
that the States which lie nearest to the seat 
of government have more than their share 
of appointments in the departments. It is 
easy to evade the law regulating the disposi- 
tion of this sort of patronage by geographi- 
cal lines. A distant State, like Oregon, for 
example, is not likely to send enough appli- 
cants to fill the quota of the State. The 
vacancies are filled from localities nearer 
Washington, presumably with the consent, 
if not with the active interest, of the Oregon 
Congressmen. Mr. Kexioee thinks that 
this isan abuse. Perhaps it is; but there 
are sc many bigger abuses which need cor- 
rection that it seems a waste of time to 
worry over this small matter. 

The State Senate whose existence fortu- 
nately terminates with this Legislature will 
be remembered as the steadfast protector of 
corporate monopolies. Yesterday it did 
quite a good stroke of work for its grateful 
patrons. It refused to substitute the As- 
sembly dill taxing corporations for its own, 
which is now in the order of third read- 
ing, and thereby furnished a fair op- 
portunity to defeat the bill by delay. It 
killed, moreover, the bill to prevent the con- 
solidation of telegraph companies, and 
shereby opened up @ cheerful prospect for a 
great monopoly, with a capital stock of, say, 
$120,000,000, based upon property actually 
worth less than a third of that amount. 
Contrary to his wont, Mr. Astor voted for 
the telegraphic monopoly ; in accordance with 
their well-established custom. Messra Ros- 


ERTSON, STRAHAN, WAGNER, and Woopin 
appear on the same side.

The Czar’s sudden return with his family 
from Gatschina to St. Petersburg, if a cal- 
culated step, shows considerable shrewdness. 
His appearance before his people, surrounded 
with the lustre of a popular reform almost 
as momentous as the emancipation of 1861, 


| cannot but quicken the pulse of Russian 
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loyalty. His frank defiance of menaced 
assassination by showing himself to thou- 
sands of spectators at a public review, will 
certainly lose him nothing in the eyes of a 
trace which adores personal courage, and 
which more than once showed its displeasure 
at the late Czar’s somewhat excessive care of 
his own safety. But despite the enthusiastic 
welcome of his Army, ALEXANDER III.’s 
position is still no enviable one. The meas- 
ures which are delighting the peasantry will 
infuriate the land-owners, whose opposition 
is not to be despised. The anti-Jewish 
agitation is ready to break out again at any 
moment. The question of the provincial 
councils is still unsettled, and the most san- 
guine optimist can scarcely expect two such 
Ministers as Gen. Me.ixorr and M, ABaza 
to work long in harmony. 

The State Charities Aid Association bill 
has, at last, passed the Senate. The wonder 
is that there should have been any opposi- 
tion to a measure so clearly in the interests 
of the public, and but for the short-sighted 
and jealous interposition of the State 
Board of Charities the bill would doubt- 
less have been passed without debate. 
As the Assembly passed a similar bill last 
year, it is to be hoped that no time will be 
wasted in the House over its consideration. 
It simply gives the visitors of the association 
a legal right to enter institutions supported 
by public money for the purpose of seeing 
that the money is properly spent. These 
visitors are philanthropic ladies and gentle- 
men of the highest character, who, at con- 
siderable sacrifice of time and convenience, 
devote themselves to charitable work. They 
are neither busybodies nor fanatics, but 
practical and rational reformers, whose en- 
thusiasm in well-doing is by no means 
incompatible with well-balanced common 
sense. It is no reflection on the official work 
of the State {board to say that its efforts may 
be fitly supplemented by the volunteer in- 
spection of the Aid Association, whose influ- 
ence in every department of charitable work 
has been generally recognized as being both 
well directed and salutary. The amendment 
to the bill which compels the Aid Associa- 
tion to report only to the State board is of 
doubtful utility. 


A DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE. 


Mr. Wrnpow, in his speech at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce dinner on Tuesday even- 
ing, made an earnest argument in favor of 
anew department of the Government of the 
United States. For want of a better name, 
he designated it as the ‘‘ Department of 
Commerce,” or ‘‘of Industry and Com- 
merce.’’ Its object, in brief, may be de- 
scribed as the study of the development of 
the material interests of the country, its do- 
mestic and foreign trade, its manufactures, 
agriculture, and mining, its shipping, and 
its inland transportation. Mr. Wrnvom be- 
lieves that these great and complex interests 
are now very inadequately cared for. He 
declares, and very justly, that legislation 
with reference to them now depends upon 
the initiation and stimulation of personal 
and private interests. No others engage the 
serious or effective attention of Congress. 
And even these are treated at hap-hazard by 
constantly changing committees, who meet 
for an hour or two once or twice a week, 
and imagine that they have done great 
things. That this is an adequate method of 
dealing with subjects which, in reality, are 
of the highest practical importance, and 
which in other countries command the high- 
est grade of statesmanship, is obviously ab- 
surd. 

That something might be gained by the 
establishment of a separate department 
charged with the continuous and systematic 
study of industrial and commercial ques- 
tions is very probable. A great deal could 
be gained if the head of such a department 
were properly chosen, and if he were 
allowed to gather-about him assistants spe- 
cially fitted for the work and sufliciently 
secure in their tenure of office to enable 
them to proceed methodically and com- 
prehensively with their task. Such a de- 
partment could get together in intelligible 
form a vast number of related facts which 
cannot now be studied with any degree of 
success. If the head of the department 
were an able and upright man, he could un- 
questionably prevent Congress from com- 
mitting many blunders, or he could at least 
compel that body to sin against light. He 
might even be able to frame a reason- 
ably sound set of general principles 
for the guidance of Congress, which 
would enable it to do very much for the re- 
moval of obstacles now existing in the way 
of the country’s material development. 
But it would be very easy to form extrava- 
gant anticipations of what could be thus 
accomplished, and the tone of Mr. Win- 
pom’s remarks indicates that his own view 
of the work is far too confident and rose- 
colored, The difficulties in the way are 
enormous. In. the first place, the private 
and special interests which now furnish the 
impulse for Congressional action would im- 
mediately concentrate their energies on any 
such department, and if they could not 
shape its conclusions and recommendations 
to suit themselves, the life of the depart- 
ment would be exposed to immediate danger. 
These interests woulda be as powerful to in- 
fluence Congress in its course toward such & 
department as they now are to influence its 
direct dealing with the matters in which 
they are concerned. The history of the 
office of the special Commissioner of Reve- 
nue, which existed from 1866 to 1870, inclu- 
sive, is & very instructive one in this connec- 
tion. It is safe to say that this oflice fur- 
nished during the brief period of its activity 
more of the advantages now suggested by 
Mr. Wrxvom that had ever been before ob- 
tained or than have been attainable since. The 
Commissioner’s reports are even now, ten 
years after his office was abolished, a 
richer repository of practical information 
and sound suggestion as to the relations of 
the Government to industry and commerce 
than any other portion of the official litera- 
ture of the national Government. But the 
undoubted value of the work was unappre- 


ciated by Congress, and it was abandoned at 
atime when its possibilities of advantage 
were greater than at any previous time, 
simply because it was not backed by the 
special interests to which Mr. W1xDoM re- 
fers. 

Again, what guarantee have we, or can 
we have, that the department would not be 
organized and planned on much the same 
principle as that which controls the other 
executive departments of the Government, 
and that the same intrusive and absorbing 
interference of politicians in its management 
would not paralyze its efficiency, as it does 
the efficiency, in great degree, of all the oth- 
ers?. Mr. Wrxpom apologized for the want 
of preparation in the very speech to which 
we havereferred, saying: ‘‘ I have been en- 
gaged during the last three or four wecks 
discussing questions of appointments to 
clerkships in the Treasury Department.”’ 
This artless remark discloses the one almost 
insuperable obstacle to statesmanship in the 
executive branch of the Government. The 
work to which our heads of depart- 
ments are compelled to give most time 
and attention and energy is one with 
which they ought to have a _ very 
subordinate concern—the work of managing 
appointments. Why should a month of the 
time of the new Secretary of the Treasury 
be given to such questions? Why is the de- 
partment not thoroughly and permanently 
organized in its subordinate divisions, so 
that a new Secretary need give no heed to 
the machinery of his office, but might be 
left free to deal with its real business? If 
this most important branch of the service is 
to be upset every time a new Secretary 
comes in, by the demands of office-seekers, 
what can be expected as to the higher re- 
quirements to which he ought to give his 
time? A new department organized in this 
absurd fashion, and subject to similar em- 
barrassment, would be found to be strikingly 
inadequate to the work laid out for it. 

In view of the obstacles that are thus seen 
to lie at the very threshold of a scheme of 
this kind, it is perhaps unnecessary to point 
out that the work which could be accom- 
plished by it, wefte it possible tocarry it out, 
would hardly be of the kind apparently an- 
ticipated by Mr. Winpom. To ‘‘care for’ 
and ‘‘foster’’ and ‘“*promote’’ and ‘‘main- 
tain’? the industry and commerce of the 
country implies a more positive power than 
would be found to exist. The utility of the 
department would be for the most part con- 
fined to discovering and_ pointing out the 
burdens which the Government now im- 
poses on material development. But this 
work, negative and comparatively unpreten- 
tious as it must be, would, if it were proper- 
ly performed, be of incalculable value. We 
believe that it would be all that is really 
required to enable our country to take the 
first rank in the commercial world. 


WATER LINES AND RAIL. 


The most interesting and important phase 
of the transportation question just now, 
considered merely from a commercial point 
of view, is to be found in the rivalry 
of water and rail lines. At the last 
meeting of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation of this City a very suggestive re- 
port was made by Mr. J. J. Wire on his 
recent observations in the Mississippi Valley. 
From this it appears that the current of traffic 
down that great stream, made up of the 
bulky products of the agricultural regions 
of the North-west and destined for foreign 
markets, is increasing in volume with re- 
markable rapidity. Of course, the great 
staples of those regions for export are corn 
and wheat and the meal and flour made 
from them. For the year ending Aug. 31, 
1879, the export of corn from New-Orleans 
was something over four and a half million 
bushels, and that of wheat considerably less 
than two million. For the twelvemonth 
succeeding the export of corn bad risen to 


nearly ten million bushels, and that of wheat 


to more than five and a quarter million. 
The rate of increase continues, and the fig- 
ures of the last eight months are nearly 
double those of the corresponding period 
twelve months back. The morethis current 
of traffic down the Mississippi swells the more 
will that to the East dwindle. The effect is 
already felt at the port of New-York. The 
reason for the change which seems to be 
taking place in the direction of the currents 
which carry the products of the great West 
to the markets of Europe is not hard to 
find. 

Let any one attentively study the map of 
the United States with reference to lines of 
transportation. Two things will be likely 
to impress him somewhat strongly, the 
enormous extent to which the Mississippi 
River and its navigable tributaries traverse 
the vast stretch of productive territo- 
ry between the Appalachian and _ the 
Rocky Mountain systems, and the eo- 
lossal network of railways hat  cov- 
ers the face of the country between 
the Mississippi and the Atlantic Ocean. The 
water-ways afford the natural channels for 
commerce from the interior to the ocean. 
The fact that the old settlements were on 
the Atlantic coast, and that the conquering 
course of industry has been to the westward, 
has given the railroads their advantage 
in the past. They have been built 
by the accumulated capital. of the 
East, and have followed the pioneers 
into the wilderness, assiduously taking to 
themselves the business of bringing the 
products of the great West to the sea-board 
and carrying back needed supplies. It was 
long before capital accumulated inthe West 
and enterprise betook itself to the streams 
as nature’s highways for traffic. Moreover, 
slavery, among its other curses, wrought a 
virtual embargo upon the mighty stream 
whose outlet was within its domain. But 
the West and South are finding out the value 
of their heritage in the branching water- 
courses that converge from the broad ex- 
panse of the great interior valley and pour 
their Titanic drainage into the Guif. Thata 


‘large volume of traffic will go down these 


streams, and that New-Orleans will become 
& great emporium of trade in the agricul- 
tural products of their wide valleys, is de- 
creed by nature herself. 

The cost of carrying wheat from St. 
Louis to New-Orleans by water is one- 
quarter of that of bringing it to New- 
York by rail. The entire freight charge 
for a bushel of wheat from St. Louis 
to Liverpool, by way of New-Orleans, is 17 
cents, against 29 cents by way of New- 
York. From St. Paul to Liverpool, by way 
of New-Orleans. the rate is 27 cents; by 
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way of New-York, 42} cents. That differ- 
ence, if maintained, will determine the road to 
market for Western products in the time to 
come. A further glance at the map will reveal 
another pathway by water from the interior 
of the continent to the ocean. It is by way 
of the great lakes and the St. Lawrence 
River, past the fine wharvesof Montreal. Can- 
ada appreciates the advantages of a water 
route, and has spent millions in over- 
coming the obstructions between Lakes Erie 
and Ontario and along the upper stream 
of the St. Lawrence. Soon they will be 
practically removed. What, then, are the 
advantages of New-York for retaining her 
share in the international traffic in the coun- 
try’s natural products? The Hudson cleaves 
the ridge of the Appalachian mountain sys- 
tem and opens a gateway to its western side, 
but it is only a local stream, with 
no natural connection with the water 
system of the interior. The Erie Canal, 
with its scant seven feet of water, its con- 
stantly breaking banks, its sluggish boats, 
its antiquated towpath, and plodding mules, 
is the link that unites the Hudson River and 
New-York’s imperial harbor with the lakes. 
How is it to fill its place in the competition 
that is coming ? The West and South, with 
their growing preponderance of votes, will tap 
the national Treasury for the improvement 
of navigation on the Mississippi and its 
tributaries. Canada will open the way for 
ships of goodly burden from Duluth and 
Chicago to Montreal and the open sea, 
Meanwhile the petty legislators of the Em- 
pire State potter in their childish way with 
the question of maintaining tolls and mules 
and antiquated locks on the Erie Canal. 

And what of the rival of the water-ways, 
the huge iron network thatis fastened upon 
the bosom of the country like a coat of 
mail? Its strands tend mainly to New- 
York, but can it compete with nature’s 
water lines supplemented and completed by 
the enterprise of man? If the railroads of 
New-York fight against the improvement of 
the canals they will bestow their la- 
bor for the benefit of New-Orleans 
and Montreal, and help to strangle 
the traffic whereby they live. There is 
but one possible way for them to carry 
on a genuine rivalry with the water lines, 
and that is to endeavor to do their work as 
cheaply, or so near to the standard of cost 
by water carriage that the advantage of 
speed will cover the difference. They will 
not do it by pooling arrangements and by 
cast-iron combinations for maintaining their 
rates. They may throttle competition on 
their own tracks, but the streams will flow 
on, taking every man’s craft, and will draw 
to themselves the bulk of traffic for the sea- 
ports unless the railroads shall come down 
to a genuine and honest competition. 


THE IRISH LAND BILL DEBATE. 


Conservative opposition to the Irish Land 
bill lacks point and concentration. The 
Parliamentary orators of that party attack 
now one feature of the bill, now another, 
To one the judicial fixing of rents seems a 
gross violation of the freedom of contract. 
Another declares the recognition of tenant 
right to be rank communism. A third as- 
serts that the bill will make matters worse for 
both landlord and tenant. All find in it some 
fatal defect, but none of them meet it as 
a whole with a frank negation, and none of 
them, suggest practical amendments. This 
scattering policy of attack results from the 
battle between instinct and prudence which 
disturbs the Conservative breast. Lord 
EtcHo made a speech against the bill in the 
House of Commons the other night, which 
Mr. CHarues Russe.u pithily summed up 
as meaning this: ‘‘Do nothing; stick to 
contract, permit rack-rents, and trust to the 
Royal Irish Constabulary.’’ In the bottom 
of their hearts this policy would just suit the 
Conservatives. It accords with the traditions 


-of their party, with the selfish interests of the 


class which dictates its course, and with the 
principles it professes. If the Conserva- 
tives had been in power they would have 
‘*tranquilized’”’ Ireland, no doubt, without 
asking Parliament to pass a land bill. 
Political and social prudence, however, 
teach them that to follow their natural bent 
would be to rush on to destruction. There- 
fore, they acknowledge in a general way 
that there is an Irish question, that the re- 
lations of owners and occupiers lack fixed- 
ness, and that the condition of the tenantry 
calls for a legislativeremedy. Having made 
this admission, if they are earnest and sin- 
cere in making it, the statesmen of the Con- 
servative Party ought to unite with the 
Government in an attempt to make a just 
and workable measure of the bill. 

Such is not their purpose, however. Pro- 
fessing the greatest solicitude for the Irish, 
they adopt precisely that policy which is 
best calculated to defeat all legislation in 
their behalf while not exposing their party 
to the grave reproach of openly seeking 
the rejection of the bill. Mr. Qreson, 
in the speech which opened the debate on 
the Conservative side, left no important 
feature of the bill untouched by the fire of 
his hostile criticism. The best thing he 
couldsay of it was that it would tend to per- 
petuate costly and vexatious litigation be- 
tween landlord and tenant. In the amend- 
ment agreed upon at a meeting of the Con- 
servatives, and of which notice of motion 
was given in the House of Commons by 
Lord Jonx Mannens, the bill was not di- 
rectly opposed, but the amendment 
was virtually the same thing as a 
motion for its rejection. The House 
of Commons, it set forth, ‘‘is disposed 
to seek for the social and. material improve- 
ment of the country by measures for the 
development of its imdustrial resources, 
rather than by a measure which confuses, 
without settling and adjusting on a per- 
manent basis, the relations between landlord 
and tenant. That is, when a poor wretch 
is perishing from cold and hunger rub his 
extremities, chafe his temples, and give him 
a drop of brandy, but don’t on;any account 
take him into your warm houseror give him 
anything to eat. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and Lord 
Excuo gave notice of another declaring that 
the House, ‘‘ while willing to consider fa- 
vorably any just measure founded upon 
sound principles for benefiting the tenants 
of land in Ireland, is of the opinion that the 
leading provisions ofthe Land Law bill are 
in the main economically + unsound, unjust, 
and impolitic.”’ Political:economy has a 
charm for Lord Encno. In his speech on 
the bil! he tried to weigh/the measure by 
the standards of that science, but his puz- 
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nacious disposition got the better of him, and 
instead of using his brains to reason with, he 
lowered his head, and, figuratively speaking, 
rushed at the bill and its authors like a bull 
at a red rag. It contained not only the 
“three F’s,’’ but the ‘‘ two R’s’’—‘‘rob- 
bery wrapped up.’’ Mr. GuansTone was 
** trading in the predatory instincts of man 
for party purposes.’’ The bill was meant 
‘to accomplish the expropriation of the few 
for the benefit of the many.’”’ As to this last 
point, the gentleman whom Parliamentary 
courtesy requires his associates to address as 
the noble lord has undoubtedly forgotten 
that the origin of Irish troubles lies in the 
confiscation of the property of the many for 
the benefit of the few. 

A part of the Conservative argument de- 
nies the principle of fair rent and free sale, 
while elsewhere the principle is accepted, 
but the manner of its application is objected 
to. So with fixity of tenure and the pro- 
prietary clauses. This aimless and incon- 
sistent plan of attack results chiefly from 
the lack of a leader, but it clearly shows 
what the temper of the party is when 
left to itself and feeling no other check than 
that imposed by prudential considerations. 
It makes the task of the Liberals easier, also. 
No doubt there is legal ability enough in the 
Opposition to give the Government a great 
deal of trouble if it were concentrated upon 
some of the more vulnerable features of the 
bill. So far, however, the Conservatives 
have failed to make any impression either 
upon the supporters of the Land bill or upon 
the country. They are in avery embarrass- 
ing position, They dare not move outright 
for the rejection of the Government 
measure. Yet, in spite of itscomplexity, the 
bill has been so carefully drawn that their 
objections to specific clauses are found to be, 
almost without exception, directed against 
some principle which the sense of the coun- 
try welcomes as an essential part of the pro- 
posed remedy. With the Opposition insuch 
disarray, and the Land League divided and 
hesitating, the Government has therefore had 
little difficulty in justifying its course,

THE LOST BREAST-PIN. 


A little more than a week ago the Baron- 
ess Burpett-Courts attended the Queen’s 
drawing-room at Buckingham Palace. 

A ‘“‘drawing-room,’’ it may be as well to 
explain, is simply one of the Queen’s regu- 
lar weekly ‘‘receptions,’’ and those of the cor- 
respondents of our country newspapers who 
have attended a drawing-room assert that it 
is a very pleasant affair. You call at Buck- 
ingham Palace on a drawing-room day at 
any time between 2 o’clock and 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon, give your card to the waiter, 
and hang up your hat and overcoat on the 
rack in the front hall. You then enter 
the parlor and shake hands with her 
Majesty, telling her that you are very 
happy to see her, and hope that she 
and her family are all “well. She 
greets you in a pleasant, unaffected way, 
saying, for example, that ‘‘it is so kind in 
you to come,”’ and, after a few remarks on 
the weather and other general topics, she 
shakes hands with the next visitor. If you 
are hungry you then pass into the back par- 
lor, where cake and lemonade are set out on 
the sideboard, and refresh yourself, after 
which you either withdraw or else spend a 
few moments in chatting with the ladies of 
the Court and your other friends who may 
be present. Thisis the quiet and unosten- 
tatious way in which the Queen entertains 
her friends, and a leading citizen of Oshkosh 
who recently attended a ‘‘drawing-room’”’ 
says that it was as pleasant and informal an 
affair as an ordinary Oshkosh lunch party. 

As has been said, the Baroness BurpDETtT- 
Coutts attendeda ‘‘ drawing-room’’ last 
Tuesday week. She had a perfect right to 
do so under the British Constitution, but as the 
Queen had refused to come to her wedding, 
without sending any excuse, and had not 
given her so much as asalt-cellar or a photo- 
graph album, it was, to say the least, un- 
called for. Her Majesty, there is good 
reason to believe, was much surprised when 
the servant announced ‘‘ Lady Burprtr- 
Courrs—same which she married Mr. Asua- 
MEAD-BARTLETTY’’—and she remarked in an 
audible tone to the Duchess of NEwcastTLez, 
‘‘ Well! did youever,’’ to which the Duchess 
replied that she ‘‘certainly never did.’’ 
Whether the Queen treated Lady Burperr- 
Coutts with marked coldness is as yet un- 
certain. Some people say that she did, and 
others insist that she did not. It is, how- 
ever, only too probable that the Baroness 
felt that she had been slighted, for all agree 
that she did not take either lemonade or 
cake, and that she left the palace within ten 
minutes after she entered it. The following 
day society was astonished and the Court was 
indignant to find that Lady BuRpErTt- 
Coutts had inserted an advertisement in 
the Times offering a reward for a valuable 
breast-pin ‘‘lost at Buckingham Palace at 
the ‘ drawing-room’ of Tuesday last.” 

Undoubtedly the Baroness must have been 
very angry before she took this extreme and 
unparalleied step. It is not customary for 
alady to publicly announce that she has 
lost a valuable piece of jewelry at a friend’s 
house, for by so doing she would cast a se- 
rious reflection upon her friend’s honesty. 
At Buckingham Palace the intention of the 
advertiser was at once understood, and it 
was felt that she had taken a cruel and vin- 
dictive course. Had Lady Burpert- 
Courts written to the Queen telling her 
that she had lost a breast-pin, and wished 
that she would ask the servants if they had 
seen anything of it, no fault could have 
been found with her conduct, but to insinu- 
ate in the advertising columns of the Times 
that somebody in Buckingham Palace had 
stolen her breast-pin was to the last degree 
vixenish and inexcusable. 

The Queen burst into tears on reading the 
advertisement, and exclaimed that if Lord 
BEACONSFIELD had been alive no one would 
have dared to treat her so. She told her 
muid of honor that she should instantly send 
to Lady Burperr-Courts and insist that 
she should come with a policeman and search 
Buckingham Palace from garret to base- 
ment. ‘‘If she doesn’t find her nasty pin, 
which I have no doubt is paste and gilt,” 
added her Majesty, ‘‘she shall make mea 
written apology and never darken my doors 
again.’’ The maid of honor—whose name 
is of no consequence—-urged her Majesty not 
to expose herself to the humiliation of having 
her trufks searched by a policeman, but to 
send for Mr. GLADSTONE and ask his advice; 
but the Queen rejected the suggestion with 
much indignation, saying that she never 


could a-bear that man’s impudence, and had 
no doubt that he had put Lady Burpett- 
Courts up to publishing her advertisement, 
just because he knew that the Queen had 
sent a wreath of flowers to Hughenden. 
“No, Mary Anne’’—which, by the bye, 
was the maid of honor’s name—continued 
her Majesty, ‘I will have nothing to do 
with that GLapstong, and I insist upon hav- 
ing the palace searched.” 

Accordingly, in the course of a few days 
Lady Burpett-Coutts, accompanied by 
policeman C 34, came to the palace and 
began their search. They looked into every 
closet and under every sofa in the house. 
The Queen accompanied them with a cold, 
stern, imperial expression of face, with’ her 
keys in her hand. She constantly and sar- 
castically urged the Baroness to be thorough 
in her search, ‘*‘Here’s my _ preserve 
closet,” she remarked. ‘‘ Perhaps your 
breast-pin has got into one of the preserve 
jars.”” Or a little later she would say: 
‘‘ This is the trunk where I keep my Winter 
clothes, put up with camphor. Never mind 
disarranging them; you might find your 
breast-pin at the bottom of the trunk, you 
know.” Lady Burpertr-Covutts became 
dreadfully ashamed of herself before the 
search was half over, and when she did 
finally discover the breast-pin lying on the 
floor in the corner of the second floor bed- 
room, where she had dropped it when she 
went up stairs to take off her shawl on the 
day of the ‘‘drawing-room,”’ she did not 
know whether she was sorry or glad. 


Here the affair ought to have stopped. 
The Baroness had recovered her property,and 
the Queen had made her suffer for her indis- 
creet advertisement, Nevertheless, it did 
not stop, for the next day the American 
country papers were informed by telegraph 
that the missing breast-pin had ‘‘ been found 
at Buckingham Palace’’— a _ dispatch 
which allows any one to suppose that the 
breast-pin was found in the unlawful posses- 
sion of the Queen. Thus, a bad matter has 
been made worse, and the breach between 
the Queen and the Baroness can never be 
healed. 

It is just possible that the story, as above 
given, may prove not to be true in all its de- 
tails, but there can be no doubt as to the loss 
of the breast-pin, its recovery, the advertise- 
ment, and the telegram. Itis a very sad 
business, and it is a great pity that it 
should ever have been made public. 


It is not too early to declare that the catch 
of shad in the North Riverand in the waters imme- 
diately adjacent to New-York City has been ex- 
ceptionally large, in excess of many previous 
seasons. What is more is this, the fish have 
been heavier than usual. Yesterday an 8-pound 
fish was caught in the North River and the weight 
certified to by an expertin such matters. The in- 
crease in the sizeof the shad does away witha 
certain amount of prejudice which the shad fisher- 
men in our vicinity entertained in regard to fish- 
culture. Though perfectly willing to acknowledge 
that shad had become more abundant of late 
years, and that this was due to fish-culture, they 
thought the fish weresmaller. The catch in the 
Connecticut River has also been so far remarkably 
good. None but those whose business it has been 
for the last two years to study the receipts and 
distribution of fish in New-York City and the 
State can estimate the great value of shad asa 
prime article of food. To them it is quite apparent 
that this increase in the quantity is entirely due 
to the action of the Fish Commissioners of the 
State of New-York, who have been putting into 
the head waters of the North River their millions 
of small fish. We are receiving to-day the matured 
crop of shac which were planted as seed some 
four or five years ago. As soon, though, as the 
seed is withheld there will be the certainty that 
fewer shad will be forthcoming, and these out of 
proportion to the fast and increasing demands of 
our population. It would hardly be worth while 
on the part of the Governor of the State to with- 
hold a very small amount of money, which, if it 
were expended by the Fish Commission, would 
be certain to make returns the value of which 
can be counted by many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. When a poor man can 
buy 5 pounds of the choicest fish at 6 or 7 
cents a pound, and even less, his wants are sup- 
plied at an exceedingly low rate. It would be a 
pity if in time to come he should have to expend 
three or four times as much money forthe same 
kind of fish. 

An important suit, bearing upon the rights 
of the numerous persons who use trade-marks in 
their business, has just been decided in San Fran- 
eisco. The facts proved in the case were that at 
one time a German firm had manufactured a cer- 
tain kind of bitters, and through their agents had 
imported many thousand bottles of the liquor an- 
nually to this country. Subsequently, however, 
they sold the good-will of the business to connec- 
tions of theirs in America, and the latter continced 
to sell under the old trade-mark, and asif they 
had been manufactured in Germany bottles of 
bitters which were actually made in this country. 
Becoming aware of this, another firm engaged ina 
similar business began to manufacture and sell bit- 
ters under a trade-mark almost identical with that 
which had been used by the old firm. This the 
original makers deelared to be an infringement 
upon their rights, and asked the court to protect 
them. Their application was denied, the Judge 
very properly holding that a trade-mark which was 
intended to deceive, and did deceive, the public 
ought not to be protected. In rendering this 
decision he said with much force. *‘ The word ‘im- 
ported’ in the label conveys the idea that the ar- 
ticle was made and brought from a foreign coun- 
try. The trade-mark bears a falsehood upon its 
face, is caleulated to deceive and mislead the pub- 
lic, and is, in that respect, a fraud upon the public, 
and, hence, it ought not to be protected. Sound 
public policy and good morals demand both for 
the consumer and the merchant that all labels and 
trade-marks placed on articles should speak the 
truth—for the consumers that they may know 
what they are purchasing, and be protected against 
articles injurious to health and comfort; for the 
merehants because deception demoralizes and 
lowers the moral tone of the business community.” 

Poe A Rie IOS EEE LIK 

A recent issue of the Journal des Débats, of 
Paris, gives an account of an extraordinary ad- 
vance in utilizing the illuminating power of gas, 
which, it argues, puts a new aspect on the rivalry 
between gas and electricity. According to the 
statements of the writer, (and it may be added in 
undertone that the scientific articles of the Journal 
des Débais are usually very carefully prepared and 
accurate,) Mr. FrepERick Sremens, of Dresden, 
has devised a modeof burning by which a light 
equalto 50 Carcel lamps, or to 600 candles, is ob- 
tained from the consumption of 55 cubic feet per 
hour, which would ordinarily produce a light of 
about 140 candles. The obstacle in the way of 
utilizing the illuminating power of gas to;the high- 
est degree has not lain in the imperfect combus- 
tion of the carbon and its failure to be ocnverted 
into carbonic oxide, as is popularly supposed. It is 
true that examination of the smoke from ordinary 
gas-burners has always shown that a very large 
proportion of the carbon is not transformed, and 
Passes off in the shape of amorphous matter. But 
this is not the maia difficulty, as men of scienve 
sre well aware; nor is it, im any proper 
sense of the term, an objectionabie feature. In- 
deed, in order to understand the Siemens prinoiple, 
and to follow its application with clearness, it must 
first be premised that’ the light of; a gas-jet is not 
primarily due to the luminosity of the combustion 
itself, which is very slight, but to incandescence of 
the solid particles that it’contains. Pure hydrogen, 
for example, whicb gives off no solid matter in 
combustion, burns with a scarcely visible flame. 
The bulk of theee luminous partielos in burnisg gas 
arises from the decumposition, under the action of 
high heat, of the carburet and of snob hydro- 
carbons as acetylene, ethylene, and benzine. whose 


solid particles lend briliiancy to the light, and may 

be viewed as blazing points by transmitting the jef 

through a lens and projecting it upon a distan{ 

wallorscreen. The intensity of the light of a gas 

jet depends, therefore, upon the temperature; and, 

taking advantage of this recent discovery of 

science, Herr Sremens directed his ingenuity ta 

modes of raising the temperature of the flame, 

so as to heat these particles to a brilliant 

white, instead of the dnil red whieh theyz 

are shown to have in the ordinary flame, by mag 

nifying them in the manner just described. This 

passage from red to white takes place at a poinf 

above 500° Fahrenheit; but the increase in intensity 

is so rapid after luminosity is once established 

that, according to Herr Stzmens, if the light-powes 

be represented by unity at a temperature of 900° 

it will be represented by about 65 at a temperature 

of 1,100°, and by 140 at a temperature of 1,200°) 

Another fact of which Herr Srewens avails him 
self, though not so directly, is that the 79 parts of 
nitrogen (to 21 of oxygen) in atmospheric air are 
useless for combustion. The essential parts of the 
burner consists of a glass vessel ending in a bu!” 
at the bottom, which rests upon and terminates if 
a small metallic flue, and of a small porcelain 
cylinder in the centre of the glass bulb. By means 

of elbows, a pipe that projects from the bulb i, 
directed, first vertically and then horizontally, inta 
the centre of the shell-like interior thus created: 
When lighted, the flame shoots from perforations 
in the central cylinder. surrounds it, and theg 
sweeps upward, until arrested and projected into 
the cylinder’s interior. The latter instantly glows 
with an intensity and power comparalle with 
those of the electric arc. The pipe before men- 
tioned, which provides for the introduction of air, 
isthus raised to a temperature of 500°; the gas is 

also highly heated; and thus the solid particles are 
rendered of the highest luminosity. A table of 
measurements cited by the Journal des Débata 
claims for this device a light of 12 standard 
candles, at a consumption of 1.17 cubic feet of gad 
per hour, the power of the burner now in use be- 
ing 13 candles, at 5 cubic feet per hour; so that 
should Herr Sreuens’s arrangement prove as valu 
able in experience as it has in experiment, gas maj 

compete with electricity on its own ground—thal 
of economy.

In coming to any right conclusion as to tha 
schemes of governmental and constitutional re< 
form which are now being daily reported from St.: 
Petersburg, it is necessary to bear in mind a most 
paradoxical fact—i. ¢., that while the form of the 
Government is absolutely despotic, and is, in fact, 
despotic as regards the upper classes, the 
lower classes, the peasant millions, prac: 
tically govern themselves in a far greater 
degree than do the same class in most lim- 
ite@ monarchies, or even in some republics: 
“Without political liberty, without even the slight 
est guarantee for personal freedom, the Russians, 
nevertheless, possess a very complete system of 
local self-government,” says Mr. H. SUTHERLAND 
Epwakrps, in a careful study of the subject, from 
which the following sketch is taken: At the bom 
tom of thescale is the communal village, an insti- 
tution of the greatest antiquity and wide territorial 
distribution, Dut which now survives in Russia 
alone. Each village was composed of the serf 
resident on an estate, and after the liberation of 
their inhabitants the communes still survived. 
From the oldest times the communes were accus- 
tomed to act collectively and to deal collectively 
through ‘“‘elders’’ both with the Government and 
with the proprietors. Necessarily, they deliberated 
each on its own affairs, and, in a measure, regu: 
lated them, subject, however, to inspection by the 
Police and the veto of the proprietor. Now 
neither Police nor proprietor can interfere with 
them in the slightest degree. Each village 
keeps order and administers justice for 
itself. Its inhabitants apportion among them: 
selves the taxes due the Czar, and raise 
money for schools and village improve 
ments. “Local option’ is practiced strictly, and 
the women have a large influence in all village af 
fairs. Women are not, however, admitted to the 
assemblies of volosts, or group of villages at which 
the communities are represented by deputies. 
Next above the assemblies of volosts, or cantons, 
are the district assemblies. One-half of their mem- 
bership consists of representatives elected from 
among the landed proprietors of the district. The 
other half is composed of members elected by the 
district town and by the peasantry. They all to: 
gether sit, debate, vote, and order regarding all 
matters connected with local taxation, the raising 
of certain taxes payable to the State, the making 
and repairing of roads, and the establishment and 
Maintenance of hospitals and schools. Poor- 
houses there are none, for in Russia there are n¢ 
paupers; the communal system—the nearest ap 
proach to Socialism on a large scale the world has 
ever seen—prevents their existence. All decisions 
come to by the Assembly roust be supmitted to the 
Governor of the Province, although only certain 
classes of them are subject to his veto. From that 
there isan appeal to the Senate, which almost alk 
ways supports the Assembly. In the various 
district assemblies are elected members of 
a central assembly representing the whole 
Province. Both the district and provincial 
assemblies appoint Executive Committees 
which sit permanently. It is the provincial assem: 
blies which it is proposed shail send delegates td 
@ consultative, or even to a legislative, assembly 
at St. Petersburg. At present it is not unusuai for 
the Government to communicate to the district 
assemblies its intention to pass a law 6n a certain 
basis, and thus the will of the autoorat of Russia ia 
sometimes debated in several hundred assemblies 
before effect is given toit. Rural justice is admin- 
istered by elective ‘‘ Peace Judges.”” From them 
there is an appeal tos court composed of all the 
Judges of the district, and again, but om ques- 
tions of form or of law only, tothe Senate. From 
this abridgment of Mr. Epwanps’s statements it is 
plain that, in the usual course of affairs, Russia 
enjoys local self-government to at least as great an 
extentas France, for instance, where the central 
Government sends Maires, Prefects, and gendarme¢ 
all through the republic.

GENERAL NOTES.

THE LEGISLATURES WORK 


EXCISE AND COMMERCIAL MAT- 
TERS IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

THE EXCISE BILL ORDZRED TO A THIRD 
READING BY A VOTE OF 54 TO 53—THE 
BILL TO EXEMPT FROM TAXATION AMERI- 
CAN VESSELS SAILING TO FOREIGN PORTS 
—EFFECT OF A KOT DAY. 


Aspany, May 11.—When the Assembly 
opened this morning, the report of yesterday’s 
Committee of the Whole on the Special Excise 
bill was finished and progress having been re- 
ported Mr. Turck moved to order the bill to a 
third reading, There were several speeches in 
favor of and against the motion. The Speaker 
very frankly declared that he regarded it as 
an act of cowardice to refuse to pass an Excise 
bill, as there was an apparent necessity for 
clearing up the meaning of the present laws. 
The vote on the bill was obtained after very 
diligent efforts on both sides of the question, 
and the victory of the men who favored the 
bill was not at all an assurance that it can be 
passed. The vote stood 54 to 53, as follows, 
‘Democrats in italics, Republicans in roman:]

Mr. Brooks’s bill for the protection of chil- 
dren has passed, after baving once been de- 
feated. 

At the opening of the afternoon session the 
Assembly Chamber was oppressively hot, and 
the members were indisposed to attend to busi- 
ness. Accall of the House was ordered on mo- 
tion of Mr. Husted, in order to secure the at- 


tendance of a sufficient number of Republicans 
to order to a third reading the bill to settle the 
dead-lock in the Troy Police Board by legis- 
lating into the board a third Republican to 
take the place of a Democrat. The call having 
brought in the required number of members, 
the tardy members brought in by the Sergeant- 
at-Arms were excused, amid the laughter of 
the members who were so fortunate as to es- 
cape arrest. The special orders for the after- 
noon were then taken up. 

The first bill considered was that proposin 
to exempt from taxation for State and loca 
purposes vessels registered in any port in the 
State owned by Americen citizens and en- 
g in ocean commerce with foreign ports, 
and exempting such vessels from all taxation 
for local purposes on their capital stock, fran- 
chises, and earnings for fifteen years. Mr. 
Steele explained the purpose of the bill, 
which was obvious to-everybody, but Mr. 
Spinola attacked the bill with more 
noise than discretion as extraordinary legis- 
lation, that was calculated to}; damage inde- 
scribably the farming interests of the State. 
Mr. Alvord criticised Mr. Spinola’s sophistical 
— at length, and with great vigor. Mr. 

ullinan, of Oswego, asked to haye the bill 
amended so as to include lake commerce and 
vessels engaged in wrecking business. Mr. 
Hamilton protested against hasty amendment 
of the tax bills after they had been considered 
in every bearing by the Tax Commission and 
the joint committee. To amend the bill as 
Mr. Cullinan proposed would strike from the 
tax rolls all sorts of vessels. It would be 
dangerous to load the bill down with lightly 
considered amendments so that members could 
not vote for it. Mr. Benedict did not believe 
the bill would restore American commerce. 
The tax on copper on the bottoms of vessels 
was a more important item in influence than a 
great many others combined. Mr. Brooks 
spoke in favor of the bill without amendment, 
It was an invitation to ship-owners to rebuild 
a decayed commerce. Mr. Spinola obtained 
the floor, and talked himself hoarse until 6 
o’clock without having said anything. The 
committee then rose, but the allotted time hav- 
ing expired, the session was adjourned, and the 
committee will report the first thing to-mor- 
ow. The amendments offered will probably 

e rejected and the bill ordered toa third read- 
ing as printed.

BUSINESS BEFORE THE SENATE. 
KILLING THE ANTI-CONSOLIDATION BILL— 
THE OLNROMARGARINE BILL PASSED— 
STREET-CLEANING. 

AuBany, May 12.—At the opening of the 
Senate this morning, Mr. Sessions moved to 
substitute the Corporation Tax bill as it passed 
the Assembly yesterday, with the eleventh 
section stricken out, for the bill now on the 
order of third readings in the Senate. Both 
bills have the eleventh section stricken out, 
and are substantially the same in other re- 
spects, but for some reason or other the mo- 
tion to substitute was lost—13 to,5—and the 
‘Assembly bill was ordered to the Committee 
of the Whole. Whether the object was delay, 
or whether there is an intention among a por- 
‘tion of the Senate to change its past action on 
the bill, does not appear. 

Mr. Woodin called from the table his motion 
‘to reconsider the vote by which, several days 
ego, the bill to authorize the State Charities 


Aid Association to visit charitable institutions - 


was lost. The vote was reconsidered, and 
after an explanation of the present condition 
pf the bill it was passed by avoteof 17 to 


13. As it stands, the bill does not permit 
members of the association to visit any but 
county and town charitable institutions, 
prisons, &c., nor can they visit institutions 
outside of the county where the visitors reside, 
All their reports must be made to the Staie 
Board of Charities. 

It has been discovered that the bill, put 
through the Legislature a few days ago against 
so much opposition, to furnish the city of Tro 
with a non-partisan Police is uncenstitutional, 
and to-day another effort was made to 
straighten out the muddle by putting through 
the Senate a bill to compel the Police Commis- 
sioners of that city to meet on a certain day and 
to elect the Police Captains, Sergeants, patrol- 
men, &c., by a minority system of voting that 
will divide the Police force equally between’ 
the two parties. The bill was ordered toa 
third reading by a partisan vote, without 
much opposition from the Democratic Sena- 
tors, but a general disgust was manifested at 
the necessity of repeating disagreeable legisla- 
tion, arising out of the blunders of those who 
have had the ene ot previous bills in con- 
nection with this business. 
~ The bill to prevent fraud in the adultera- 
tion of sugar, syrup, molasses, &c., was passed. 
Senator Astor’s bill amending the lawsregulat- 
ing the port of New-York so as to require the 
dredging from slips, and all mud, sand, and 
refuse to be carried out to sea, instead of being 
dum in the harbor, was ordered to a third 
reading. The Penal Code, after a great deal 
of discussion, was ordered to a _ third 
reading by a close vote. Messrs. Pitts 
and Sails opposed and Mr, Fowler 
advocated it, but it was conceded by both 
sides that the State made a great mistake 
when it entered upon the task of — 
the various codes, It was said that it woul 
cost the people of this State $100,000,000 be- 
fore the ae growing out of them would 
cease, and Mr. Fowler declared he was ready 
at any time to vote to abolish them all and re- 
‘turn to the common law practice that had had 
the sanction of the best English-speaking 
judiciary for 200 years. A large part of the 
morning session of the Senate was consumed 
in the third reading of unimportant local bills. 

At the evening session of the Senate, the bill 
changing the name of the Beach Pneumatic 

Company to the Broadway Under- 
ground Railroad Company, and extending the 
time for its construction, was ordered to a 
third reading. Sri» 

The bill to prevent the future consolidation 
of pom a companies came up in Committee 
of the Whole, when Mr. Schroeder moved an 
amendment that the warns SH canner 
should apply to competing lines running to 
business cemtres and the principal cities, and 
not te smail country offices. After some dis- 
cussion the amendment was lost. Mr. Fowler 
then moved to strike out the first section 
of the bill, and, in support of his motion, made 
a plausible speech in favor of consolidated cor- 


tions and monopolies generally. He even 
Yaimed that the iate telezraph consolidation 


was in the interest of the people, who would 
otherwise he deprived of telegraph facilities 
except in the larger towns and cities. . Mr. 
Schroeder replied, and said the main object of 
the bill was to prevent the still further water- 
ing of the stock of the Western Union Com- 
pany. He gave a history of that monopoly 
and the various competing companies 
which it had bought out and absorbed, 
and showed, from the report of the 
company for 1880, that the entire cost of all its 
lines, offices, real estate, and patents was only 
$20,000,000, while its stock, on which the public 
were expected to pay dividends, amoun to 
the enormous sum of $80,000,000. Hesaida 
new company called the Mutual had already 
been organized, which promised to furnish the 
people with telegraph facilities in all respects 
equal to those possessed by the Western 
nion on a capital of $20,000,000. This 
company, like the rest, would probably be 
absorbhd in due time by the Western 
Union monopoly, unless some bill like the 
one now under consideration should pass. Mr. 
Schroeder’s speech produced very little effect 
on the Senate, which had evidently made up 
its mind in advance whatit was going to do 
with the bill. Mr. Fowler’s motion‘to strike 
out the first section and kill the bill was 
—— by a vote of 18 to 7, as follows, [Re- 
publicans in roman, Democrats in italic :]

The Oleomargarine hill was up in committee 
and elicited a great deal of discussion. Mr. 
Halbert made an effective speech in advocacy 
of the bill, and wanted to know why it was 
that the producers of oleomargarine were not 
willing that the article should be sold under 
its true name, if, as they claimed, it was such 
a wholesome and nutritious compound. In- 
stead of opposing the bill, they ought to sup- 
port it. Ke gave the statistics of the dairy 
products of this State, showing the importance 
of the industry to be affected by tke bill. One- 
eighth of all the dairy products of 
the State, he said, came from _ the 
district he represented, comprising the Coun- 
ties of Broome, Chenango, and Delaware. He 
closéa with an earnest appeal in behalf of the 
farmers and their interests. The bill was or- 
dered to a third reading, and subsequently the 
Assembly bill, which is precisely the same, 
was substituted for the Senate bill and passed. 

The new Senate Conference Committee on 
the Street-cleaning bill was announced by 
Judge Robertson, and consists of Messrs. 
Strahan, Woodin, and Bixby. Senator Mc- 
Carthy declined to serve on the new committee. 
He said, in asking to be excused, that early 
jast Fall he honestly eutered on the work of 
investigating the Government of the City of 
Now York. He supposed it was possible for a 
committees to recommend such alterations of 
the charter of that City as would really reduce 
the expenses of the City Government. The 
committee discovered that there was great 
necessity for that reduction in not only the 
number of the officers and employes, but also 
in their extraordinary compensation. Mr. 
McCarthy continued as follows: 


I believed then, and I think the committee be- 
leved; that we could truly, justly, and wisely make 
such amendments to the charter of the City of 
New-York as would materially reduce the ex- 
penses of the Government of that City. We com- 
menced the examination, and we discovered 
that the reduction of the expenses of that Gov- 
ernment were secondary to political and personal 
vonsiderations with almost every man connected 
with the City Government. We believed, from the 
cry which had gone out for the last three years, 
that a reduction of the expenses of that Gov- 
ernment was demanded. We found that we 
were sustained in a measure by the press 
of that City; and in the course of our ex- 
perience and investigation we found it neces- 
sary to change the system of street-cleaning. 
Soon after the charter was introduced here, in 
which the Street-cleaning bill was a part, we dis- 
covered this fact, that at a public meeting in New- 
York City, callea to consider the{question of street- 
cleaning, all thought of economy was thrown aside, 
and the cleaning of the streets became the 
important idea, and, as they said, ‘‘a matter of ne- 
cessity for the health of that city.’ The Senate in- 
sisted on the idea of economy, and, as I under- 
stood, almost instructed its special committee to 
hold to that idea. I am, therefore, in no 
position to change my vote, and ie I am 
to retain my position I would have to change 
my record upon this question of economy and vote 
forany bill rather than have no bill for the clean- 
ing of the streets of New-York City. 1 differ with 
the gentleman as to the necessity of the measure 
that has been presented, but when I know how the 
complications of the Government of New-York 
City are interwoven with the political considera- 
tions of both parties, and that no bill, no charter, 
can pass that does not enter into these ramifica- 
tions, Iam bound, in justice to myself, not under- 
standing them and not desiringto do so nor to 
take any part in them—because Iam not a resident 
of that City, and my property has net to be taxed 
for the costs and peers of these ramifications— 
and feeling that in this matter I have gone as far 
as my conscience wil! allow me, and before I take 
a step under it I prefer to leave this matter with 
other gentlemen to decide, and, therefore, ask you 
to accept my resignation. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee commencea 
taking evidence in the proceedings for the re- 
moval of Judge Sanford, of New-York, this 
evening. Thomas Boese, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, and Moor Falls, City Paymaster, gave 
evidence as to his mental condition, saying he 
seemed to be unable at times to comprehend 
what was said to him.

TAXATION OF SAVINGS BANKS. 

A MEMBER OF THE TAX COMMISSION EX- 
PRESSES OBJECTIONS TO THE PROPOSED 
BILL. 

Aupany, May 12.—Mr. John F. Seymour, 
of the Governor’s Tax Commission, dissents 
from the majority of the commission in re- 
porting the bill for taxing savings banks 


printed in yesterday’s Times. He says: 


*“*While Iam not prepared to unite with the ma- 
jority of my associates in advocating the Savings 

ank Tax bill just reported. I deem it due to them 
and to the joint Legislative committee to state 
that without counting 18 savings banks which are 
retiring from business, there are 115 other savings 
banks in this State, which hold the enormous sum 
of over $350.000,000 in deposit, and over $400,000,- 
000 of assets. We are agreed in our desires to 
exempt from taxation those deposits which are of 
the poor and have come from their savings, and 
we are equally agreed in our desire to tax those 
deposits which belong to the rich; but where and 
how to draw the line, I do not feel that I yet 
know, or that I have had the time to ascertain, 
nor am I sure that these banks are not taxed 
more than their share in the proposed bill. The 
exemption proposed by my associates may reach 
from forty to fifty millions. I think, as a future 
protection for the poor, that all deposits of $500 
and under should be exempted. This would, at 
least, double the exemption proposed in the bill 
presented, and I have sometimes thought that 
whatever act is proposed should be submitted and 
fully discussed before becoming a law, in orderthat 
the depositor may fully understand and appreciate 
the views and feelings of those, like my associates, 
who, I know, do not desire to impose any tax on 
savings banks beyond what necessity requires, and 
whose bill does not require payment of the tax 
until next February, thus giving ample time to cor- 
rect any error. I deem this statement due to my 
associates, while Ido not concur with them in the 
bill submitted.”

THE SPOILS SYSTEM. 


—_——_——_——- 
ITS UTTER INADEQUACY IN THE PRESENT 


EMERGENCY—SENSIBLE SUGGESTIONS TO 


THE PRESIDENT. 
From the Nation, May 12. 

The truth is that the ‘spoils’? system, which 
our politicians seem to recoil from touching with 
the same fatal timidity which they displayed to- 
ward slavery before the war, but which will in the 
long run bring the same ruin on “ doughfaces” and 
trimmers, only permits the distribution of the 
offices under the direction of the official party 
chiefs in each State. It is based on the theory that 
the Senators represent the party in all divisions of 
the spoil, and are entitled to say absolutely and 
finally who are entitled to it. To attempt to ad- 
minister it on the theory that every faction of the 


party, every band of revolters against the Sena- 
torial lead are entitled to share in it gud revolters, 
is to reduce it to complete absurdity, even from 
the spoils point of view. As weapons of ‘‘ war’ 
the offices are only available against the common 
enemy—the opposition; they are not avail- 
able for intestine quarrels; they cannot be 
used in any such way without ruining the 
whole system. The condition to which the Presi- 
dent is seeking to reduce Senator Conkling is one 
which the spoils system makes no provision for 
and does not recognize in any way. It knows 
nothing of a Senator who only controls part of the 
offices and has to give some of them to his bitter 
enemies, any more than of a Senator of the party 
in power with no offices at all in his gift. Under it 
such a Senator would be acontradiction in terms, 
like a peaceable soldier, ora godless minister, or a 
waterless river. It follows from this that the 
offices are not available for the restoration of 
“harmony.” To attempt to use them for any 
such purpose is to put a premium on strife. 
Their popes object, considered as spoils, is 
to strengthen the bonds of discipline, to secure 
implicit obedience to the majority in caucuses and 
conventions, and to protect the influence and as- 
cendency of recognized party chiefs, whether 
bosses or Senators. If Gen. Garfield has reached 
the conclusion that the old system is a bad one, 
that Senators are not fit dispensers of patronage, 
and that the public offices ought not to be treated 
as part of their personal baggage. there is but one 
course to follow. and that is to fall back on the old, 
natural plan of filling the offices simply with a view 
to the proper conduct of the public business. If he 
means to fight Conkling or any other boss, he can- 
not fight him successfully asthe leader of a rival 
faction inthe party. He can only fight him suc- 
—— in the character of a business man, 
charged with the receipt and disbursement of 
the revenue, and the faithful execution of the 
laws of a great Nation. {In that character alone 
can he “slaughter” his enemies. This is some- 
thing better than a ‘“war-clud” or “scalping- 
knife.” It is the breach-loader and rifled artillery 
of civilized politics. He has been in office now for 
two months trying to restore “harmony,” and 
satisfy ‘‘claims,” and ‘‘ recognize” ‘‘ wings” and 
“sections” by making appointments without 
regard (or with only secondary regard) to fitness, 
and he has simply produced dead-lock and confu- 
sion and pane,” Sarena among politicians, and 
disgust among the aeeerert and has made Repub- 
lican defeat this Fall all but acertainty. It is not 
yet too lato forhis own fame and success to retrace 
his steps and abandon the plan of governing 
through the corrupt use of the public service. The 
way to ruin Conkling permanently is to 
administer the New-York Custom-house on 
the system which Conkling most-abhors—that 
is as a business house. To administer it 
simply as theold concern, with ‘‘the controlling 
interest ’’ in new hands, is to perpetuate the view 
of the public service which breeds Conklings, and 
which, as long as it is allowed to operate, will 
make men of Conkling’s peculiar talents seem so 
respectable and powerful that they will never be 
completely overthrown or brought to neught. 
Harmony in aparty, the President ought to re- 
member, is harmony of opinion and feeling about 
the ends of government—the idem velle, idem sentire 
de republici—among the voters. It is not and can- 
not be the satisfaction of a few thousand needy 
men with the salaries of small offices, because that 
is unattainable.

LIFE IN DANGER FROM HEAT 


aceite 
CASHES OF SUFFERING AND DEATH 
REPOKTED 1N ONE DAY. 

MANY MILITIAMEN ON PARADE OVERCOME— 
MORTALITY AMONG CHILDREN—FATAL 
CASES OF SUN-STROKE—SCENES ABOUT 
THE CITY. 


The field day of the First Brigade, yester- 
day, on Prospect Park {parade ground, Brooklyn, 
was chiefly remarkable for a large number of cases 
of sun-stroke. The several regiments assembled in 
their armories between 7 and 8 o’clock A. M., and 
went by various routes to the parade ground. The 
hour for the formation of the brigade line on the 
ground was 11 o’clock A. M., but it was con- 
siderably past that hour when the regi- 
ments arrived. Gen. W. G. Ward and staff 
witnessed allthe preliminary arrangements. The 
regiments were equalized in the following order: 
Fifth—Eight companies of eight files, Col. Charles 
8. Spencer commanding; Ninth—Eight companies 
of twelve files, Col. S. Oscar Ryder commanding; 
Eleventh—Eight companies of twelve files, Col. F. 
C. Unbekant commanding; Twelfth—Eight com- 
panies of twelve files, Col. 8. V. R. Cruger com- 
manding; Twenty-second—Eight companies of 
sixteen files, Col. Josiah Porter commanding. The 
several regiments drilled in battalion move- 
ments for an hour, after which a halt was 
called for ‘trations.’ During the drill, about 
20 men from the Ninth and a similar num- 
ber from the Twenty-second Regiment were 
overcome by the heat, and were compelled to re- 


port to the Surgeon’s head-quarters for treat- 
ment. They, however, recovered later in the day 
and resumed duty. The following men in the 
Fifth Regiment were sunstruck and remained un- 
der the Surgeon’s care: Right General Guide 
Shook, Henri Gikel, and Frank Biddle, Company 
G; Adolph Rodman and, William Schump, Com- 
pany A, and Robert Elchner. of Compa- 
ny B. The latter was in so serious a con- 
dition that he was conveyed to the Flatbush 
Hospital. His recovery is considered doubtful. 
He is a cigar-maker by trade, and lives at No. 388 
Kighth-avenue. The cases in the Eleventh Regi- 
ment were several privates, who subsequently re- 
covered, and Capt. George Loezer, of Company K, 
and Capt. Storch, of Company E. The recovery of 
the latter was pronounced doubtful. Heis a Deputy 
City Marshal, and resides at No. 94 Allen-street. The 
members of the Twelfth Regiment who succumbed 
to the heat were the following: Drummer George 
B, Metz, Company B; E. McCreel, Company E; 
George W. ce, Company F; J. Gramma, Com- 
pany H; J. Van Asberen, Company G, and a man 
whom no one knew, who paraded as a substitute 
for a private in Company I.. The arrangements 
for the care of the sufferers were extremely ineffi- 
cient. The Brigade Surgeon failed to report for 
duty, and Surgeon Roof, of the Ninth Regiment, 
was detaile for the occasion. No hospital 
tents, Surgeon’s stores, or stretcher had been pro- 
vided, and the disabled men were stretched on the 
= under such shelter as was afforded by the 

oundary fence and occasional shade trees. Neither 
of the Surgeons nor the Hospital Steward of the 
Eleventh Regiment was present, and the patients 
were attended by Surgeons Messemer, of the Fifth, 
and Sims, of the Twenty-second, Regiments. 
The heat was so oppressive after the 
luncheon hour that, at the request 
of the regimental Surgeons, few movments 
were executed. Gen. Shaler, commanding the 
First Division, and staff arrived on the field soon 
after 2 o’clock, and, aftera review of the brigade 
in division front, the parade was dismissed. 
Among the visiting officers present during the cere- 
monies were Inspector-General Robert 8S. Oliver, 
Gen. John B. Woodward, Gen. E. L. Molineaux, of 
the Eleventh Brigade; Col. J. N. Partridge, Twen- 
ty-third Regiment; Col. G. D. Scott and Lieut.-Col.

68°, which is just 25° below the highest tem- 
perature registered at New-York yesterday. 
This was at Hegeman’s drug store, Eighth- 
street and Broadway. where the spirits in the 
glass tube stood at 93° for half an hour during the 
hottest part of the afternoon. The demand for 
soda, beer, &o., at the drug stores, saloons, an #m- 
provised street stands was continuous, One up- 
town drug store reported its sales as equal to those 
of any day in July last. The Police swel- 
tered as usual under their regulation Winter 
uniform, which they are compelled to wear until 
relieved by the order of the board. The omnibus 
and car horses suffered less than on Tuesday, the 
stage and car proprietors having been warned by 
the high hye naa of the day before. Sponges 
and water-pails were provided accordingly. Cen- 
tral Park was deserted during the greater part of 
the afternoon. At 8 P. M. the thermometer 
registered 90° at Hudnut’s and 89° 
Equitable Building. The Signal Service 
predicts cooler weather for to-morrow. 
The men who make the weather at the station on 
the roof of the Equitable Building were enjoying a 
gentle breeze yesterday, while the toiling thou- 
sands in the streets below sweltered under the 
burning rays of the sun. slightly warmer weather 
had been promised for yesterday, and the evil 
proepesy was fulfilled. A westerly breoze was 

lowing in the morning, and later in the day 
moved across the sky and 
sprinkled down oceasional showers, but 
these could not reduce the temperature. 
At one lemonade stand the proprietor and his as- 
sistant supplied a thirsty crowd at the rate of six 
drinks per minute, or 3¢0 drinks'per hour, at 5 cents 
per glass, on which the profit is about 75 per cent.

ROCKAWAY BEACH LITIGATION. 
" ALBANY, May 12.—In the case of Henry Y. 
Cottrell against the Rockaway Beach Improvement 
Company, (limited,) the plaintiff, the largest stock- 
holder in the company, brought an action under 
which John A. Rice, an employe of the company, 
was appointed Receiver. Itis now alleged that 
Rice’s appointment was entirely in the interest of 
the plaintiff, and that the action was collusive and 
fraudulent, and brought to enable the plaintiff to 
secure an undue advantage over the other stock 
holders. The capital stock of the company was 
$700,000, and mortgage bonds to thatamount have 


been issued. The entire capital stock has been 
expended, together with $350,000 raised on mort- 
gage bonds, and the company is an additional 
$290,000 in debt for labor, material, and furniture. 
The Receiver has also issued $150,000 in certificates 
of indebtedness and $60,000 are owing to work- 
men. It is alleged that Rice is a party to a scheme- 
to benefit Cottrell and others at the expense of the 
other stockholders; that he has permitted various 
persons to carry away large quantities of property, 
among the goods taken being $100,000 worth of 
carpets by A. T. Stewart & Co., and that he 
has also paid out the certificates of indebtedness to 
persons not entitled to receive them, and who h 
in fact rendered no services therefor. The above 
allegations are contained in the affidavit of Deputy 
Attorney-General Charles J. Everett, and to-day 
an order was entered by Justice Westbrook re- 
questing Rice, the Receiver, to make a full and 
complete accounting within two days of the service 
of the order, and appointing Bernard E. McCafferty 
to pass on such accounting.

JERSEY CITY'S FINANCES. 
* The last Legislature of New-Jersey passed a 
law authorizing the Jersey City Board of Finance 
to compromise past due taxes and assessments. 
Corporation Counsel Leon Abbett was requested 
to interpret thé law, and he decided that all the 


amounts thrown off in making compromises must 
be included in the next succeeding tax levy. The 
Board of Finance, after due consideration, has 
adopted the following preamble and resolution: 


Whereas, By an act of the last Legisiature this board 
was authorized to compromise past due taxes and as- 
sessments; and, 

Whereas, The act provides that the amounts thrown 
off for deficiency arising therefrom must be put in the 
next tax bag an 

Whereas, everal citizens have petitioned under 
said act for a compromise, and the result of such com- 
promising would of necessity increase the tax levy to 
& greater extent than in justice to many ought to be 
done under the circumstances; be it 

Resolved, That, in the ae of this board. it would 
not be for the interest of the city, nor be doing jus- 
tice to those who pay taxes a ty to compromise 
taxes or assessments, except, first, where the taxes 
and assessments have accumulated so that there is 
but little or no equity left; and, second, where an as- 
sessment has not been set aside and reduced to or 
confirmed at a reasonable amount. 


The past due taxes and assessments in Jersey City 
amount to about $3,000,000.

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A BAD SHOP FOR THIEVES 


‘MR. WOLF’S DEATH-TRAPS FOR 


UNWELCOME VISITORS. 
(NOVEL APPLIANCES IN:A DOWN-TOWN GUN 
H STORE—WHY THE ‘FIREMEN PROTEST, 
AND WHAT THE ‘MERCHANT WHO OWNS 
é THE PLACE SAYS. 


(» George Wolf keeps a gunsmith’s store at No. 
58 Cortlandt-street. A few days ago Capt. Webb, 
‘of the Twenty-seventh Precinct, received notice 
that Wolf, on closing his shop at night, was in the 
habit of setting-traps that would cause loaded fire- 
‘arms to be discharged in:case burglars attempted 
to effect an entrance. These firearms, it was said, 
Were arranged to operate by a series of wires, 
swhich would be touched .by any one who entered 
the place, and they were soiplaced upon the floor 


that an intruder could not possibly fail to 
disturb them with his feet in walking 
ebout. It was reported that one of the 
‘wires connected with a pistol placed at the bottom 
wof the doorway. This weapon was loaded with 
powder only, and intended to frighten away 
thieves by the sudden and mysterious manner of 
the discharge. Cases of goodgin the interior of 
the store were protected with other weapons load- 
2d with powder and ball, arranged, it was reported. 
on @& level with a man’s chest. About the 
fame time Superintendent Walling received a 
complaint from the fire company in Fulton-street, 
Elicging that in case a fire broke:out on the prem- 
ises the lives of firemen would be endangered if in 
peametet of their duty they forced their way into 
che store to extinguish the flames. The Superin- 
tendent telegraphed at once to Capt. Webb to as- 
certain from a Police magistrate if Wolf could not 
be legally restrained from his action, and yester- 
day Detective Mulvey applied to Justice Flammer, 
zt the Tombs Court, for a warrant for Wolf's ar- 
rest. He declared that he had visited Wolf with a 
witness, and had demanded to know if the report 
was true. He says Woif freely admitted that he 
hed such machinery, but refused to exhibit it 
pr to illustrate the mannerin which it operated. 
That he declared was his own business. He set the 
traps every night on locking up his premises, and 
proposed to continue to set them, as he had a 
right to do so. Justice Flammer consulted a num- 
ber of legal authorities, and said he believed Wolf 
was in error in imagining that he had a right to do 
what he liked on his own premises even to the ex- 
treme of deliberately endangering life. He was of 
opinion that the setting of the firearm traps was 
an offense against the common law. It was, in 
any aspect of the case, decidedly improper to put 
such obstacles in the way of firemen or the Police, 
who inan emergency might be required to make 
2 prompt entrance into the building. He decided 
to hear Wolf’s explanation before he took any 
further action, and handed the detective a sum- 
‘mons commanding Wolf to appear in court this 
afternoon. 

A Trvzs reporter subsequently visited Mr. Wolf's 
establishment and had a talk with the proprietor. 
He is a German, about 45 years old, and wears 
spectacles. He spoke forcibly on the subject, and 
seemed to hold arather contemptuous opinion of the 
fficiency of the Fire and Police Departments. The 
‘wires connected with the firearms were visible in 
the window of the store on the Greenwich-street 
pide. They appeared to be operated with a spring 
fastened to strings. In asmall show-case on the 
Cortlandt-street side there was asmall five-cham- 
bered revolver, loaded and cocked. This was 
‘operated in a way which Mr. Wolfe said would ef- 
fectually prevent a repetition of the robberies 
jwhich had several times been committed in that 
“place. The glass had been smashed and the con- 
‘tents of the show-case carried off on five different 
‘occasions, but the case had never been molested 
since the weapon was introduced there. It was 
not, however, a8 dangerous as it looked. The 
‘other machinery for preventing the depreda- 
‘tions of burglars in the store had been in operation 
‘about two years. Speakingof it, Mr. Wolf said: 
“T know whatIam doing. I don’t care for the 
(Police ,or the firemen or the courts. They can’t 
‘touch me, and I intend to keep these 
\things here. If the courts or the _ Police 
i will give me a written guarantee that I will not be 
‘robbed, or that they will refund the extent of the 
damage in case I am, I will remove the machinery, 
not before. What protection have I against the 
Police or firemen robbing me? They have got no 
‘business in here, anyway. Iknow them. What 
sare they but a lot of loafers, without a high school 
‘education, any one of them, If a fire breaks out, 
the firemen can put their hosein and put it out 
without running all over the place and robbing me.” 

Mr. Wolf modified his language somewhat after 
giving utterance to this forcible remark, and ex- 
plained that the firemen could get in without dan- 
ger to themselves provided they did not touch the 
articles in the show-cases nearthe door. He spoke 
of the argument of the possible danger of the con- 
trivance to innocent people as nonsense, “If any 
~pne gets shot, why then it’s time enough to stop 
Me, not before.” He said the same thing had been 
tried before in other localities, and burglars had 

ot shot, as they deserved to be. Two years ago, 

e said. a policeman stepped up to the door and 
struck it with his club to see if it was fastened. 
The blow caused the pistol inside to go off, 
at which the officer and his companion ran 
pff as fast as their heels could carry them. 
At another time, a cat, in play, touched the wires 
and discharged a big revolver, greatly frightening 
tbe people in the saloon overhead, who thought 
the place was blowing up. On still another occa- 
sion a thief tried to get in at the coa)-hole. His 

>perations disturbed a wire connected with a shot- 
gun. ‘Bhe weapon went off, blowing out the 
glass in the fan-light under the door-step of the 
saloon and frightening both himself and a police- 
man nearby. Wolf laughed very heartily over the 
recital of the last incident, and concluded the 
strange interview by saying: ‘“‘I’ll go to court with 
‘my lawyer, but they’ll get nosatisfaction out of me. 
As for the Police, they can go to the devil. I would 
not satisfy them so much as to tell them what I’ve

JWOLADIES CHARGED WITH THEFT 


@ CASE IN WHICH THE GUILT OF THE AC- 
CUSED IS NOT APPARENT. 

_ Mrs. Annie Conterno, wife of Luigi Con- 
terno, leader of the Twenty-third Regiment Band, 
stood at the bar of Jefferson Market Police Court 
gesterday afternoon, accused of larceny. Mrs. 
Anna M. Burns, of No. 516 East Eighty-seventh- 
ptreet, charged her with taking a pocket-book con- 
taining $7 from the counter of Kaughran & Co., of 
No. 769 Broadway, and Patrick Brosnan, a sales- 
man. of the house, made an affidavit to the effect 
that he saw Pauline Vibert, Mrs. Conterno’s com- 


sanion, take the pocket-book from the counter, 
and immediately thereafter hand it to Mrs. Conter- 
no, who ‘deposited it in the pocket of her sacque, 
and in whose possession it was found. Mrs. Con- 
terno is a ‘pretty, dark-haired woman, the daughter 
of the late Dr. Trenchard, a French physician, 
‘who practiced many years in Bleecker-street, and 
who died suddenly about 18 months ago while 
riding on the elevated railroad. She lives with 
ver husband at No. 282 Third-avenue. Her answer 
30 the charge against her was an emphatio and in- 
Jignant denial. . Yesterday morning, according to 
her statement.to. Justice Bixby, she left her home, 
accompanied by Mrs. Vibert, a French wid- 
ow residing in the same house, to purchase 
trimmings for a-dress. They went to the store of 
Kaughran & Co.,.and while examining goods Mrs. 
Conterno laid her‘parasolon the counter. Seeing 
‘some attractive novelties on the other side of the 
gtore, she crossed over. A minute later Mrs. 
fVibert tonched her’ on the arm, saying, “* Annie, 
‘you foolish thing, you forgot to take your um- 
‘rella and pocket-book,” at the same time 
‘thrusting the articles into her hands. Mrs. 
‘Conterno, being much engrossed in the 
examination.of some trimming materials, mechan- 
ically put the pocket-book into her sacque pocket. 
Not long after, a lady customer, Mrs. Burns, com- 

lained to the salesman, Brosnan, that somebod 
cea taken her purse from the counter, an 
eB search was ‘instituted. A cash boy said 
that Mrs. Vibert took it with an umbrella 
and gave it to Mrs. Conterno, who was there- 
upon questioned on the subject. To her utter 
surprise she then discovered that the purse handed 
to her by her friend was not. her own, which she 
nad not removed from the other pocket of her 
facaue. Brosnan at once insisted that it was the duty 
of irs. Burns to cause Mrs. Conterno’s arrest on 
the charge of larceny. Officer Pratt was called in, 
and both Mrs. Vibert and. Mrs. Conterno were 
taken to the Police court. 

The Frenchwoman corroborated her companion’s 
story in every particular. Her attention. she said, 
was called by the cash boy to the parasol and 

ocket-book, and believing that both articles be- 

onged to Mrs. Conterno, she immediately crossed 
the store to give them to her. Despite the evident 
truthfulness of the women’s explanations, the 
magistrate committed them for trial in default of 
$300 baileach. Mrs. Conterno sent a messenger to 
the Hotel Brunswick for a bondsman, and com- 
municated the fact of her arrest to her husband, 
who was attending a meeting of musicians in 
Fourth-street during the examination.

‘COLLECTOR MERRITT REFUSES A CLEAR- 


ANCE TO ONE OF ALEXANDRE’S SHIPS. 


A peculiar controversy has arisen between 
the Collector of the Port and the owners of the 
steam-ship City of Washington, of the Havana 
Line. It resulted yesterday in the delay of the 
steam-ship owing to Collector Merritt’s refusal to 
give her a clearance. She should have sailed at 
8 o’clock in the afternoon, and at that hour she lay 
at Pier No. 5 North River with everything 
in readiness for sea, her hold full of cargo 
to the hatches, and with 385 passengers 


and the Cuban and Mexican mailson board. Her 
owners are F. Alexandre & Sons, and her com- 
mander Capt. Timmerman, an accomplished sailor 
and a favorite with travelers to and from the West 
Indies. The ground of Collector Merritt's refusal 
to issue clearance papers to the steam-ship is 
the non-payment of penalties decreed against 
the vessel through the dereliction of the 
Captain in permitting goods to be brought into 


port on the vessel which were not entered 


on the manifest. The first of the offenses alleged 
occurred while the City of Washington was lying 
in port between the time of her arrival on March 
380 and her departure on Apri! 7. After the vessel 
had sailed again for Cuba a letter was sent to Capt. 
Timmerman notifying him that he had incurrea 
penalties of $80and $20, arising from his failure 
to have about 1,500 cigars’ found on board 
the ship entered on the manifest for the 
voyage which ended on March 30. The _let- 
ter conveying this notice, Mr. John Alex- 
andre says, was dated April 9, and was 
postmarked April 11, four days after the vesse] had 
again put to sea. Under the statute the Customs 
authorities are given full power to fix the penalties 
in these cases without recourse to the courts. The 
offense is really alleged against the Captain person- 
ally, but the penalty is a lien on the vessel-owners, 
the Captain being only their agent. The vessel 
usually lies in port here a week, and during the 
past week, it is claimed, two other parcels of 
cigars not accounted for in the manifest were 
found, and penalties or fines of $7iand $39 respes- 
tively were imposed against Capt. Timmerman 
and the owners in this instance. 

Yesterday, when the ship’s clearances were asked 
for, they were refused. Mr. John Alexandre went 


-to Collector Merritt and applied personally, . The 


Collector’s only reply was: ‘Pay your penalties 
and you can have your clearance.” Mr. Alexandre 
contended that the principle of the thing was 
wrong, because it was impossible for any 


‘ship-owner or ship Captain to be absolutely certain 


that no one in aship’s company of 50 or 6Q men 
had stowed away a few boxes of cigars or other 
small articles. Besides, he said, he desired to con- 
test the matter in some legalform. The Collector 
said he might contest what he pleased. but 
these penalties must be paid. Mr. Alexanare 
informed him that he had removed Capt. 
Timmerman from the command of the vessel, 
and put another Captain im his place for this trip, 
so that the vessel might not be detained. Col- 
lector Merritt still declined to yield, saying he did 
not want the Captain, he wanted the penalties 
paid, and that Mr. Alexandre might pay them under 
protest if he liked, but that they must be paid. Mr. 
Alexandre declined to pay the penalties at all, but 
said he would give a bond to secure the 
Collector. Again Gen. Merritt refused, saying 
that if there was to be any legal contest in the 
courts over the matter he wanted to pe the de- 
fendant and not the plaintiff. Mr. Alexandre 
finally left the Collector’s office, declaring that he 
could not pay the penalties, and the ship is still at 
her dock this mec Mr. Alexandre was aceom- 
panied by his counsel ow his visit to the Collector, 
and on his advice served notice on the Collector 
that he would be held to answer for any damage 
that occurred to the owners through the forced de- 
tention of the ship. Her cargo includes a large 
quantity of vegetables and other perishable stuff. 
The mails are delayed for a week unless some set- 
— is reached, and the passengers are similarly 
elayed. 

The Alexandres’ steamer Nankin sailed on Wed- 
nesday with freight for Havana and Mexico, and 
at the former port the City of Washington, which, 
had she sailed yesterday, would have reached 
Havana before the Nankin, was to deliver other 
cargo and about 15 passengers for Mexico. Mr. 
Alexandre, in speaking of the matter yesterday to 
a Trmzs reporter, said ithad now come to a fight 
and he was going to test it tothe end. He com- 
plained very sharply of the fact that the Customs 
officers do not seek in any way whatever 
to assist owners in detecting and preventing 
smugeling by the crews of vessels. He did not ad- 
mit that there had been any smuggling attempted 
in these instances. The last cigars found were dis- 
coveredinthe galley. He claimed that, as mat- 
ter of fact, the men on the vessel were entitled to 
have in their possession small quantities of cigars 


,under the general heading of ‘‘ property and per- 


sonal effects of master, officers, and crew,’’ ap- 
pearing on the manifest. The fact was that the 
Custom-house officers, in searching the vessel in 
every hole and corner, were apt to find small 
quantities—a box or half a box—owned by the 
members of the crew, and when they found them 
and put them all together they made up an aggre- 
gate of several hundred. Mr. Alexandre yester- 
day afternoon notified Postmaster Pearson that the 
mails had not beea dispatched.

HIGH FARES IN JERSEY. 


STEPS TAKEN BY THE RESIDENTS OF GREEN- 
VILLE TO REMEDY THEM. 
‘ Greenville is one of the most flourishing 
towns on the line of the Central Railroad of 
New-Jersey. Itis on the west shore of the up- 
per bay, four miles from New-York, at the point 
where the range of hills, known further to the 
north as Jersey City Heights and the Palisades, 
is broken by the entrance to Newark Bay. Many 
wealthy business men of Jersey City and New- 
York have built elegant residences there and many 


more representatives of the laboring classes have 
purchased homesteads and are comfortably set- 
tled. Among the latter are a considerable number 
of thrifty Germans. A single fare to New-York on 
the Central Railroad is 15 cents, and an excursion 
ticket 20 cents. A commutation ticket costs $5 
per month. The trip to New-York occupies 20 
minutes. Between 300 and 400 commuters pass 
over the road daily from Greenville. The station 
is said to be one of the most profitable on the line 
of this railroad. Another route to New-York is by 
the slow-going horse car, which runs half-hourly to 
Jersey City. The fare going and coming, includ- 
ing the ferriage, is 26 cents, and the time required 
45 minutes. ; 

The residents of Greenville are indignant at the 
high fare on the railroad and at the limited accom- 
modations afforaed by the street railroad company. 
A mass-meeting to devise some remedy was held 
in Schreiner’s Hall last evening. Mr. Henry Lem- 
beck, a wealthy brewer, presided, ana Mr. George 
Schmolze was Secretary. The railroads, said the 
Chairman, won’t aid usin paying our taxes, but 
they should assist us by giving us cheaper fares. 
The laborer living in New-York can travel the 
whole length of Manhattan Island for 10 
cents a day. We out here only travel half 
that distance, and are compelled to pay 20 cents. 
I think if we can organize an opposition transporta- 
tion company we can compel both the railroad and 
street-car companies to come to terms and reduce 
their fares. There is still in existence a charter for 
a stage line between Greenville and Jersey City. 
One of the ferry companies agrees to take any 
passengers of suchja stage line to the Chambers- 
street ferry-house for 2 cents. This, with a five- 
cent fare on the stages, will reduce the round ex- 
pense to 14 cents aday. I think we can secure 
enough capital in Greenville to organize this 
stage line. Mr. M. Schulze said that the 
only thing which prevented Greenville from grow- 
ing into greater prosperity was the high fare to 
New-York. It was finally decided to appoint a 
committee on finance, one to organize a_ per- 
manent association for the purpose of providing 
some other means of transportation, and one to 
confer with the Presidents of the railroad and 
horse-car companies. The committees comprised 
the following gentlemen: Finance—George Vree- 
land, M. Schulze, and Mr. Brook; On Permanent 
Organization—William M. Ammermann, Richard 
Routh, Caspar Speck, Conrad Frich, and George 
‘Wright; On Conference—M. Schulze, J. J. Dett- 
willer, and George Schmolze.

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THE HACKETT HOMICIDE. 
# Michael Hackett, the man who on Wednes- 
day night shot and killed his wife Marion, at their 
residence in One Hundred and Thirtieth-street, be- 
tween Broadway and Tenth-avenue, was arraigned 
yesterday before Coroner Brady. He made a state- 


ment in which he said that he arrived in this City 
from Pittsburg, where he had been working for 
some time fora railroad company. His wife, who 
kept a small grocery store at their residence, was 
not pleased at his return, and wanted him to go 
back to Pitsburg. He refused at first, but subse- 
quently consented to return to Pittsburg. At 7:30 
‘o'clock Wednesday evening he came out onthe 
stoop intending to leave the house that night. Hoe 
had a loaded revolver in the outside pooket of his 
coat. His wife saw the pistol and endeavored to 
oe pee of it. He resisted and a scuffle en- 
sued, during which, he claimed, the pistol was acci- 
dentally discharzed and both he and his wife were 


shot. Hackett says he was very drunk at the time, 
and scarcely remembered what had occurred. He 
was remanded to the station to await the result of 
the inquest, which will be held to-day at the West 
One Hundred and Twenty-seventh-street Police 


station. 
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OLINTON’S TRIP WEST. 


—_——_.———— 
ACQUITTED THERE, HE ESCAPES ARREST, 
IS RETAKEN, AND IS NOW GOING HOME. 
Charles Pelham Clinton, the young adven- 
turer whose career in this and other cities under 
various names has been fully related, and who 
was brought from Salt Lake City on Wednesday 
night, is still locked up at Police Head-quarters, 
awaiting transportation to England. He is wanted 
in England to answer a charge of forging a draft 
for £500, the complaint against him having been 
made by Mr. Herbert 8. Sanguinetti, of No. 18 Pall 
Mall, London. When he was arrested in 


this City on the 380th of November last, 
on complaint of the London Bank of Utah, the 
London Police were notified, and preparations 
were made by them to procnre his extradition to 
England for trial. In due course of time the Brit- 
ish Minister at Washington presented the demand 
for the arrest, and Mr. Evarts, then Secretary of 
State, issued his warrant on the 12th of January, 
1881. Clinton was on his way to Utah in custody 
of United States Deputy Marshal Greenman, to 
whom he had been delivered by the authorities 
here, and it was therefore determined to await the 
result of the proceedings in Utah. 

Meanwhile, the change of the national Adminis- 
tration required a new issue of papers, and a war- 
rant for Clinton’s arrest and extradition was ac- 
cordingly reissued on the 29th ult., and signed by 
President Garfield and carey gi fl Blaine. At the 
request of Mr. E. M. Archibald, the British Consul- 
General, Detective Von Gerichten, of the Central 
Office, was sent to Salt Lake City to execute the 
warrant. He arrived there on the day that 
the trial of Clinton was concluded by an acquital, 
the London Bank of Utah having failed to make 
out a case against him. The detective exhibited 
his papers, and Clinton's counsel demanded an ad- 
journment until the next day to give him an oppor- 
tunity to examine the papers, which was granted. 
During these proceedings Clinton walked out of 
court and disappeared. United States Marshal 
Shaughnessy at once offered a reward of $500 for his 
apprehension, and he was recaptured by the Mor- 
mon Sheriff, Turner, of Salt Lake County, who, on 
receiving the reward turned the prisoner over to the 
Marshal. To avoid the service of a writ of habeas 
corpus, which, it was learned, had been applied for 
by the friends of the prisoner, Detective Von 
Gerichten hastened away with Clinton, leaving 
Salt Lake City on Saturday morning and arrived 
here on Wednesday night. Clinton will be taken 
to England on one of the steamers sailing from 
this port on Saturday in custody of Detective Du- 
senbury. 

A Times reporter was permitted, yesterday, by 
Inspector Byrnes, to converse. with the prisoner in 
his cell. He did not seem unpleasantly affected by 
the prospect of an involuntary trip to his native 
land. He says he is innocent of the charge against 
him, knows nothing about it, and claims that he 
will be able to prove his innocence. When the 
forgery was committed he was in Philadelphia. 
Clinton said he was treated with the greatest kind- 
ness and consideration while in Utah, and had the 
sympathy of the entire community. After he had 
given the jailer his parole not to attempt to es- 
cape and to return at a certain hour every night, 
he was given the liberty of the prison, and was out 
every day, returning at night. His reported at- 
tempt to escape he said was an entire fabrication. 
If he had desired to escape he could have 
done so a dozen times. On the day the oven et 
against him was dismissed and the extradition 
papers were exhibited, he walked out of court 
after the adjournment was granted, and telling the 
driver of the wagon in which he had been taken to 
court that he would not return with him, but would 
walk back, he went into the Walker House and had 
lunch and beer. He got rather ful] of beer, and on 
his way back to the jail stopped at a tav- 
ern by the read-side, and, after  drink- 
ing more beer, fell asleep. After sleeping 
for two hours the  tavern-keeper aroused 
him, and said he was erg: sought for, and advised 
him to make the best of his way to the jail. He 
was walking to the jail when overtaken by Sheriff 
Turner, who drew a pistol on him and took him 
back. Turner made a great fuss over the capture, 
so as to obtain the reward. Clinton still preserves 
the greatest reticence in relation to his real name, 
his antecedents, and his family connections. 
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BRIDGE TRUSTEES RESTRAINED. 


A CONFLICT BETWEEN THE ELEVATED RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY AND THE FORMER. 

The act by which the New-York and Brook- 
lyn Bridge Company was incorporated gave that 
company the right to take whatever real estate 
might be necessary for its purposes. Among other 
parcels of land taken by it was the ploton the 
south-eastern side of Chatham-street op- 
posite the Register’s office, whichis to be used 
for the terminus of the approach to the bridge. 
The company prepared a map of the bridge and 
its approaches, and filed it in the Register’s office 
in 1874. The Rapid Transit act of 1875 gave the 
elevated railway companies the right to take such 
real estate as shall be necessary to enable 


them to meet the requirements of the 
traveling public. Under the authority of this 
act the New-York Elevated Railway Com- 
pany erected its structure in Chatham- 
street, the Bowery, and Third-avenue, and located 
its stations. The Chatham-street station of the 
elevated railway was run across and now occu- 
pies about five-sixths of the front of the approach 
to the East River bridge. <A railway station islo- 
cated directly infront of that approach, and a 
staircase leading to itis built onthe curb-line of 
the street. 

A contention has arisen between the bridge 
Trustees and the New-York Elevated Railway Com- 
pany as to their respective rights. The former as- 
sert that the elevated railway is not entitled to 
maintain its structures in front of the approach to 
the bridge, and that they are obstructions. The 
railroad people declare that thev have a strict legal 
right to maintain the railway and station, because 
they were located and built under the approval of 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners my or ees under 
the act of 1875. A few days ago the bridge Trustees 
asked Corporation Counsel Whitney to give them 
his opinion as totheirrightsin the matter. Mr. 
Whitney has not yet prepared his opinion. The 
officers of the New-York Elevated Railroad Com- 
pany learned ot the action of the bridge Trustees, 
and yesterday anticipated any proceeding the lat- 
ter may take under the advice of the Corporation 
Couteel by procuring from Judge Donohue, in Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, a temporary injunction 
restraining the Trustees from in any way interfer- 
ing with the railway and station. 

Sir. Bacon, of the firm of Field, Dorsheimer, Ba- 
con & Deyo, the legal advisers of the railway com- 
pany, said yesterday afternoon that there was very 
little in the controversy. The railway company 
had procured a legal right to build its structures 
where they now are, and it proposed to main- 
tain that right. A well-known lawyer, 
who has investigated the matter at issue, 
said that, in his opinion, the bridge Trus- 
tees had a legal right to an unrestricted way 
to the bridge trom Chatham-street. Their prede- 
cessor, the New-York and Brooklyn Bridge Com- 
pany, was said to have filed a map of its structure 
and the approaches to it in 1869, but he could not 
find such a map filed in the Register’s office 
prior to 1874. The latter year, however, 
was prior to the passage of the act by 
which the railroad company came into existence, 
and consquently the right of the bridge Trustees to 
the means of admission to their structure had its 
origin prior to the right of the railway company to 
build its roadway and stations. There would proba- 
bly enter into the controversy, however, a question 
of fact which may have to be determined by the 
verdict of a jury. This question is as to whether 
the railway structure and the staircases leading to 
it are really obstructions of the approach 
to the bridge. Leaving this question out 
of view, the lawyer said he considered the 
right of the bridge Trustees to the use 
of that part of Chatham-street in front of the 
bridge to be paramount to the railway company’s 
right. If either party had to suffer inconvenience 
it certainly would not be the bridge Trustees. 
They could not alter the line of the approach to 
their structure, while the railway company could 
easily change its structure. The bridge and the 
railway were both Sonigned forthe benefit of the 
traveling public. If the way to the bridge were 
obstructed that public would be materially incon- 
venienced, but it would not be if the railway were, 
for instance, shortened by a biock and the station 
now complained of erected at the corner of Cham- 


bers-street. 
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INSTALLING THE SACHEMS.

EXERCISES BY THE CHILDREN, WITH AN AD- 
DRESS BY ROBERT COLLYER. 

The Academy of Music was well filled last 
evening on the occasion of the twentieth anniver- 
sary of the Howard Mission and Home for Little 
Wanderers, at No. 40 New-Bowery. The stage was 
set off by an array of fresh young faces, which pre- 
sented avery pleasing spectacle. In front 82 little 
girls were seated in miniature chairs, arranged in 
two rows. Each girl was dressed in pure white, 
and wore a pink or blue sash, and each held in her 
arms a doll and carried a small bouquet. This was 
the infant class of the Home, and its members 
ranged in age from 3 to 6 years. To the rear of 
them sat the young ladies of the Bible class, 


and above them, on raised seats, were 
about a hundred boys and girls of various 
ages, the children who are now receiving the 
care of the mission. The scene as the green cur- 
tain rolled up, at 8 o’clock, was a very pretty one, 
and the spectators greeted it with a round of ap- 
plause, which made the children laugh with glee. 
Mr. A. S. Hatch, the banker, President of the Board 
of Trustees of the mission, presided; and after the 
““Boecaccio March,” which was very creditably 
rendered by Burns’s Amateur Band, of Brooklyn, 
the services were opened with a brief prayer by the 
Rev. O. H. Pentecost, of Brooklyn, followed by the 
singing of ‘*Come, Gentle May,’ and ‘ Hark, the 
Summer Birds,” by the young ladies of the Bible 
class and the children. The infant class then sang 
a lullaby, rocking their dolls in their arms, and this 
eae piece of acting fairly brought down the 
ouse. 

The Rev. Robert Collyer made an address which 
occupied 15 minutes. Hetoldthe story of a boy 
who was brought upin his native town with a 
drunken father and mother, with no friends to 
help him inthe battle of life, and who became 
naturally a thief and an enemy to the society 
which had exiled him. A few weeks since the boy 
“* Jo,’ then a man old in sin, was found dead ina 
barn, and hustled away to a neglected grave 
among the thistles inthe church-yard. “I don’t 
know,” continued the speaker, “that any good 
couid ever have been extracted from that boy, but 
he might have been given a chance to make some- 
thing of himself had he been taken in charge by 
such an organization in the Howard Mission, which 
opens a home, thank God, tothe ‘Joes’ of this 
great City.”’ After the singing of another anni- 
versary hymn, the infant class engaged in a pleas- 
ing exercise, entitled ** the cross,” each reciting a 
verse of Scripture, and hanging a little bouquet on 
a tall wooden cross.

ASSAULTED BY HIS SON-IN-LAW. 
Guests and loungers gathered in the corridor 
of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel at 8 o’clock on Tuesday 
evening were witnesses of a rather sanguinary en- 
counter between Dr. Jacob L. Kennedy, of 
No. 35 West Twenty-fourth-street, and his 
son-in-law, Edward G. Emmet. The first 


evidence of a misunderstanding between them 
was a heated discussion, which finally led to blows, 
the younger man striking the Doctor with his cane 
in the face and then with his fist over the eye. Dr. 
Kennedy was about to retaliate, when they were 
separated. On Wednesday he applied for a war- 
rant for the arrest of Emmet, who was arraigned 
yesterday before Justice at: Dr. Kennedy's ver- 
sion of the assault was as follows: ‘ While in the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel on the evening of May 10, I 
was approached by the prisoner. I told him that 
he must stop visiting my house. He replied with 
an epithet and struck me with a heavy cane in the 
face.” The Justice asked him if it was his wish 
that the prisoner should be committed. ‘I want 
him to refrain from annoying me and my family,” 
was the answer. “Judge,” said Emmet, 

‘can’t I talk with my wife when I 
see cher ae “Yes, if she will talk with 
you,” was the magistrate’s response. Emmet was 
then held in $1,000 bail to keep the peace fora year, 
and no bondsmen appearing in his behalf he was 
locked up in the prison. He was married, he claims, 
on Oct. 2 last, to Dr. Kennedy’s daughter, with 
whom he lived a short time on the second floor of 
his father-in-law’s residence. The latter, he says, 
has alienated the affections of his wife, compelling 
her to remain apart from her husband. Emmet 
also said that he has applied to the Supreme Court 
for redress,
